The start 
was @ flying one frowtihi imaginary line be- 
tweon Commodore Gamble's atoam yacht 
Aline and thio North Wall lighthouse, out 
to the Crosby lightehip, thonce to the Bar 
lightohip, thence to the N. W, lightship ; 
to the Weab Hoyle bavy; back to the Bar 
lightehip aud « line between Prince's land- 
ing staye and the club steamer, a distance 
Tho weather was 
hot and misty, with light aire and mild 
breezes, just such @ dayas we have in New 
York harbor in June and July. In fact: it 
Was & genuine American day, and just such 
a ono asthe Thiscle May chance to have 
When over on the otherside of the Atlantic. 
Lovuld not bave had better opportunity 


of a trifle over 47 miles, 


| to yiew tho race, as the club boat was kept 


m close proximity to the Scotchman during 
the entire sail, and T must say, right here, 
that she proved ‘herself a wonder in light 
breexos, and the mystery to every one was 
how she managed to slip through the water 
with so little breeze. 16 Thistle and Irex 
were down to the starting point on time, 
under racing topsails and with spinnaker 
booms ready to lower as soon after the start 
as possible. At 10:50 a. m. the signal gun 
was fired from the Aline, and the blue 
peter hauled down, wlién both boats filled 
away) the Trex taking a’slight lead, with 
booms to starboard:and sheets well off. A 
second gun ab 10,56 started the second class 
bub no more attention was paid to these 
voraft’ after the start. The river was as 
smooth as’a millpond, aiid thero was scarce 
a skyzail breeze. At 11 o'clock the Thistle 
ported her helm and kept. off , well. under 
the lee of the Irex; both yachta downed 
spinnaker booins, and set their big spin- 
nakers, The effect was at once visible on 
the Thistle, as she drew ahead of the Irex 
alinest instantly, and.took the lead, which 
she never thereafter lost, but steadily and 
burely increased with every mile she sailed, 
Tho wind made an effort to get intd the N. 
W., and at times shivered the weather 
leeches of the spinnakeré ; at 11.07 the airs 
were dropping out and the mist setting in, 
80 that for’a time we feated it would fall a 
flat calm; at 11.15 the Thistle was two 
lengths ahead, and coming rapidly upon a 
squadron of Liverpool pilot boats, which 
were out on their annual inspection, At 
11,25 it was nearly calm, and all hands 
were drifting with the tide; but, to the 
surprise of all, the Thistle kept distancing 
her competitor, as if her huge topsail was 
being fed with a breeze up in the clouds, 
At 11,30 the Thistle took in spinnaker, and 
stowed the immense boom on deck; two 
minutes later, the Irex followed suit, 
except that she elt i her boom up 
alongside the mast. We were just at the 
time passing the Bell buoy, on the port 
hand, and the Crosby lightship, all dressed 
in colors, on the starboard hand. The 
course of the yachts was now altered about 
four points, to fetch the Bar lightship, and 
the sheets were flattened in a bit, At this 
time there was aslight breeze astir, from 
about W.N.W,, the best we havo had since 
the start. The Thistle took it first, and 
started off at a good pace, dropping the 
Irex every minute, and passing tho pilot 
boats as if they were at anchor. Tho mist 
now setinso rapidly thatat first we thought 
we were sure to be beset by fog. When 
off the Formby lightship, at 11.40, the 
breeze again slackened off, and died out, so 
that at 12.10 it was practically dead calm ; 
still that wonderful Thistle kept forging 
ahead, when there was not air enough to 
blow a swan’s down off our paddle box. 
At 12.20 light airs camo it, and just en- 
ough to filla topsail. It was very warm 
on deck at this time, and I went below to 
lunch. When I came on deck again we 
were abreast of the Bar lightship, which 
the Thistle passed at 12,48 and the Irex at 
1 p. m., so that in about 13 miles distance 
the Thistle had taken 12 minutes out of the 
lrex. At 1.05 the Irex set her balloon jib 
and took in her foresail and jib, which 
1 hold was a mistake, in that she did nob 
koop her foresail set. Tho Thistle stuck 
to her balloon foresail jib and big jib-top- 
sail, At1,30 the Irex was two miles astern 
of the Scotchman. At 2.09 the Thistle 
hauled around the N. W. lightship, and 
flattened down her sheets; looking at 
her stern-to, her mainsail, which is laced 
to the boom, ‘* Yankee fashion," showed 
that it was sitting as flat as a shingle, 
At 2:07 the breeze freshened, and she took 
in her big jib-topsail: WA wero close un- 


I thiok 
she is the easiest-going boat I over ‘saw, 
She onters the water ‘hoautifully, breaking 
it about to her chain-plates, where, from 
thence aft, there is nothing but dark water 
leaving it, with scarce a ripple and no 
break, except that made by tho rudder, 
absolutely no wave lind whatever, save a 
black mark in the water. If her ontrance 
is fino, her clearing is ainely superb, She 
leaves it like a mackerel, At 3:08 the 
Thistle tacked around West Hope buoy, 
going around like a top and setting a small 
jib-topsail. At this timo the Trex was just 
discernible at the N. W. lightship, some 
18 to 20 minutes astern of hor competitor ; 
at 3:40 the Thistle shifted jib topsails, set- 
ting the big one; at 5:49 a light oasterly 

' air struck in, and the Thistle downed helm 
and tacked to the southward ; at 4:28 she 
tacked to northward, tho breeze coming 
out of the northwestern board ; at 4:50 she 
* tacked to the eastward, lam inclined to 
think that she sails a trifle the best on the 
port tack, and in this lam supported by 
sovoral pontlomon who were watching her 
as closely as | was. It would be well for 
our yachtsmen to note this fact, and seo if 
my observations are correct At 6:30 the 
Thistle tacked to northward,

8 Holiday Trip, 
Stghte and Soenoein the Greon tale, 


My Dean Evrron, ~The Irish soa proved 
very mild and kind to ur, and when we 
arose after a comfortable niyht, wo found 
ourselves in Bulfast.. Wo hid scruples as 
to walking down some of the secluded streets 
and Janes, with the knowledge of the recent 
riots bEfore us; we did not know but that 
we might tind ourselves the objects of cour 
Lesics too pressing tebe agreeable, How- 
over, Shank Hill (a very long street, upon 
which many streets abut, and the principal 
atreot of the riote,) must perforce be seen. 
We waiked very nearly its length, and had 
no difficulty in understanding how the riots 
rred, The portion of the street near 
est the main part of tho city is Protestant, 
the most distant part Catholic. The main 
and the by-atreets abound, literally swarm, 
with children, and men and women ; girls 
of all ages run about bareheaded, and with 
bare feet; women with filthy rags, dirty 
faces, blear-oyed, wretched, desporate, are 
in imm nse numbers; men with hair a 
stranger to the comb, and remarkably well 
ventila' ed garments, low, narrow retreating 
forehea !s, and most repulsive expression, 
lounge about the door-ways, and entrances 
to alleys. Every drinking place is filled 
with a motley crowd ; policamen in squads 
at short distanves; everything pointing to 
the fact, that any firebrand thrown among 
them would be sure to excite this danger- 
ous population to frenzy. And yet one man 
on this street lacking, as it seemed to moe, 
in prudence and forbearance, had hoisted 
a party flag, and displayed a largo number 
of party emblems. The mon employed in 
the ship yards cress the Queen’s Bridge, 
and are very likely to encounter many also 
employed in the same quarter of a differ- 
ent \creed. A word of offence is suf. 
cient to be followed by a blow—then 
a free fight, then a riot. Such 
depths of degradation and misery ss 
we have seen, can never be forgotten. 
Missionary efforts for the heathens are 
very commendable, but one, cannot see the 
vice, destitution and su‘fering of the masses 
of the poor in the large cities, and the 
multitude of little children matured in 
crime, without wishing that the great 
Christian world, of all sects, classes and 
creeds, would unite in some grand scheme 
to battle with these giant evils. I do not 
dispute that itis obeying the divine com 
mand to go into all the world and preach 
the gospel, when missionaries are sent to 
the heathen, but J do say that I think it 
would be in accordance with the divine 
command, before doing 80, to care for the 
poor men and women snd_ helpless little 
ones of our own land. Belfast is apparent- 
ly a prosperous city, The linen trade has 
always been its sheet anchor, Linen men 
now talk of foreign competition, degener- 
ation in the flax crops, Russian and Ger- 
man flax, coming into the country and 
underselling the home production, although 
all unite in saying that the Irish flax is su- 
iperior to all other kinds. Hay is a very 
short crop in England and Ireland ; pota- 
toes and other crops promise fairly. It is 
very strange one hears vastly more talk 
about Ireland out of than in Ireland. I have 
not seen a lot of men cullected together 
and boing harangued as to the state of pub- 
lic affairs as 1 frequently saw in London. 
{ have not heard a single complaint made 
by any man or woman as to the present 
state of things being wrong and suggesting 
achange. It is true, I have travelled no 
further south’ than Dublin, but such ‘has 
been my experience ; if I had gone south 
very likely 1 would haye heard a great deal. 
Unquestionably terrible abuses exist, and 
must in some way be remedied ; but I was 
yory much astonished I did not hear more 
about the troubles, even inthe North. 
There is not very much in the city of Bel- 
fast to interest a tourist—it isa commercial 
city. The Linen Hall, parks, squares and 
statues have to be seen, the great bleach 
yards, or meadows, white as snow, to be 
inspected, and then there is very little left 
to interest a stranger. The country 
from Derry to Dublin is charming, seen 
from the railway. 1t will well compare for 
scenic beauty with English or Scotch agri- 
cultural districts- The vast number af 
amall white cabjns of cottages, present 
pretty cantrasta with the green fields, The 
nearest approach to Irish rural landscapes 
is to be found in France, where very many 
tenants have small holdings of land and 
therefore the number of small houses is in- 
creased, but the French cabins lack tho 
pretty appearance of rural English or Irish 
cottages. ‘Che farming country did not in 
any respect, other than as above referred 
to, differ from ordinary farming laud. The 
hedges are not, howover, well kept. They 
are allowed to gorw bushy and straggling, 
and we did not see the profusion of roses, 
elders and other blooms that we noticed 
everywhere in England. The number of 
cows and sheep we saw was very great, and 
more sleek and comely cattle 1 never bo- 
held.

the line, in which, aud in the speech which 
followed, were set forth ail the arguments 
used at the present time by Mesers. Wiman 
and Butterworth, their Grit associates and 
their subsized organs. Discontent in Nova 
Beotia, troubles in the North-West, want 
of more extended markets, exodus to the 
States, wealth of therepublic, poverty cf 
Canada, mutual advantages and the culti- 
vation of friendly feelings between the two 
populations wore all trotted out and made 
to do service just as they are now ; but so 
little did the honorable mover offect in the 
way of scouring 4 favorable reception for 
his motion that not only did Sir Francis 
Hincks, then Minister of Finance, Sir Geo. 
E. Cartier, Hon. Mr. Popo and other load, 
ing Conservatives oppose him, but Hon, 
Alex. Mackenzie and other prominent 
Liberals signified their disapproval of the 
principle involved. So complete was the 
failure that Sir A, T. Galt, who was then 
iu opposition, came to the rescue and moy- 
ed anamendiment which left out all allusion 
to ‘customs union" and simply asked the 
Home Government for power to conduct 
direct negotiations with foreign govern- 
ments for commercial treation ‘subject to 
the approval of Her Majesty.” 

But so far was Sir John Macdonald from 
entertaining the smallest inclination to- 
wards ** customs union " that he would not 
suffer even this mild expression of the 
principle to pass uncontradacted or go forth 
to the country as the expression of his 
opirtion or the opinion of the Conservative 
party o” thosmatter, that ho thorefore moy 
edan amepdmentin the following words 
(see Dominion of Canada Parliamentary 
Debates, 3ed edition, 1870, Vol. I., page 


583) ‘ That all after the word “‘ reaolyed” 
iu ~=6the) =«ormain — resolution be struck 
out, and the following substituted 


‘That this House, while desirous of obtain- 
ing for the Dominion the freest access to 


the markets of the world, and thus aug- 
menting and extending its prosperity, 1s 
satisfied that this object cau be best ob 


tained by the concurrent action of the Lm 
perial aud Canadian Governments, and that 
any attempt to enter into a treaty with a 
foreign power without the strong and dir- 
ect support of the Mother Country as the 
principal party must fail, and that a cus 
toms wiion with the United States, now so 
heavily taxed, would be unfair to the Empire 
and injurious to the Dominion, and weaken 
the ties now so happily existing between 
them." 

Now, Sir, J think it would puzzle the 
critical acumen of the one of these gentle- 
men, or the legal penetration of the other 
to extract fromthe above quoted declara- 
tion of our Chief anything in the most re- 
mote degree favorable to ‘* Commercial 
Union," and as his amendment was carried 
by a majority of 42 in a House of 158 mem 
dera, ic will fairly stand as an expression of 
the policy of the party.

monastery. «A distiller. in Dublin restored 
the cathedral at a costof 300,000 pounds, 
and thereby ruined himself. Mr, Guinnons, 
the great porter mau, has built two costly 
churches, but, it is unnecessary to say, has 
not ruined himoelt by excessive liberality, 
Vid Trinity, and College Green, aro still to 
the fore, while Dublin Castle is as huge, 
ugly, and nondescript as ever, The Bank 
of Ireland has gentries parading around it, 
night and day, and i6 really a striking 
building, although it has not a window that 
looks out upon any street, If a mob at- 
tacked it, they would have to force their 
way by the doors.

PRESERVING 


Thegroat serpent moundin Adamsacounty, 
Ohio, one mile east of Landon, which has 
rocently been purchased by the Poabody 
institute and Havard university for the pur 
pose of preserving it intact, is the most re- 
markable of the three ¢ fligy Indian mounds 
in that state. It is known locally as the 
** Snake and Byg'’ mound and is said to bo 
the ouly mound of the kind in extatence 
It is thus described in detail 

The mound ia on a creacent shaped spur 
of land on the farm owned by John J. 
Lovett. ‘This spur rises to a height of 120 
feet above the level of Bush creek, which 
washes its western base, Tho spur has 
curves apd depressicos and conforming to 
these the serpent ocoupios the summit, its 
head rising noar the north end and its body 
winding back in snake-liko undulations for 
about 700 feet. 

At the tail thore is a triplo coil, and 
from the awoll at the middle to the end of 
tho tail thore is a gradual taper until the 
ond terminates in a point. The head, how- 
ever, is the most remarkable part of the 
sorpent, and is so well detined that it 
strikes the visitor with awe. The neck is 
stretched out and curved slightly, the 
mouth is open wide, as if in the act of 
awallowing an oval shaped circle, intended 
no doubt, to represent an ogg : 

The space enclosed by this circle is 
vighty six feet long aud about thirty feet 
wide at the widest place, which is noar the 
southern end, There is a platform, about 
ton feet wide, at the point of the spear, 
apparently graded to conform to the out- 
line of the serpent. There was formerly 
what is supposed to have boen a stone altar 
just at the north of the centre of the figure, 
but it has been torn down, and only a few 
stones are loft to mark the spot. 

The mguth of the serpent is formed by an 
embankment about 24 feet high, 18 ft. wide 
in the central part, and following the out- 
line of the large part of the egg-shaped fig- 
ure, but nearly twonty feet from it, the dis- 
tance from the point of the jaws to the curve 
of the mouth being 100 feet. The neck of 
the serpent is 14 feet wide and to tho swell 
where the body begins, about 100 feet. On 
each side of the head there can be traced 
projections, curving outward and downward 
for nearly thirty feet. 

The serpent occupies nearly six acres of 
posse and the purchase was of thatamount, 
or which the agent paid Mr. Lovett $70 per 
acre. Theintention is to enclose the grounds 
and, after restoring the portions of the mon- 
ument that have either been ploughed down 
or otherwise destroyed, trees will be set out 
and a road graded.

The New French Arm, 


WONDERFUL POWERS OF THE LEBEL RIFLE — 
THE LITTLE GUN, 


The Lebel rifle, the new arm with which 
the French infantry will be supplied be- 
fore next spring, is, according to all ac- 


counts, a wonder, and several models of. 


the gun which have been received here have 
excited great interest. The new rifle is 
known by the name ofits inventor, Lebel, 
and is smaller and lighter than the rifles 
now in use ; the Freuch soldiers call it ‘tthe 
little guo."" The most authentic descrip- 
tions given to the gun agree in attributing 
to it acarrying power beyond that of any 
rifle heretofore in use 
ceived in New York are not known to be 
accurate copies of the Lebel gun, and ex- 
periments with them are impossible, owing 
to the fact that the powder used isa secret 
compound of which the French Govern- 
ment has the monopoly, , 

According to all accounts, the Lebel gun 
will carry ita bullet more than a mile and a 
half and with a more certain aim than has 
been possible with ordinary rifles. The 
bore of the gun is very small and the ball, 
which is of steel and sharply pointed at one 
end, is said to revolve at a speed of a 
thousand revolutions a second. In the 
tests made by the French Government this 
bullet has penetrated a brick wall eight 
inches thick at adistance of 500 yards; it 
will go through any kind of armor which 
can be worn by soldiers, and at a distance 
of more than a mile will pass through a 
man as easily asat ten paces. The gun 
has no recoil under fire and the powder 
gives out no smoke whatever. It has been 
said that the powder used most be a type 
of smokeless hunting powder already in tho 
market ; but thisis denied by the invent- 
or, who says that he usesan entirely new 
compound. The Lebel gun, of course, a 
repeater, and the cartridges are so small 
that each soldier carries 220 rounds of am- 
munition as against 116 rounds formerly 
considered the maximum. 

The French Government is now making 
these guns at the rate of 500 a day at Saint 
Etienne, and is preparing to turn out 
double that number. Four factories,those 
at Chatelherault, Tulle and Saint Etienne 
will soon be at work upon them.—New 
York Evening Post.

A Chinese Euporor's Bride 


How 


HE Is CHOSEN —DBTAILS OF THE CBRE 
MONIAL, 
Marriage custotws in Chipa are peculiar 
and those pertaining Lo the m irriage of the 


emperor are most peculiar of all, says tho 
New York Mail, The emperor does not 
500 his bride until the wedding ceremony 
Sho is solectod for him by the empress do 


wager. Sho mgt bo a Manchu and belong 
to the Eight Bafiners—a division of the 
military population, A year previous to 


the wedding, orders are issued to thin class 
that every girl of a specitiud age shall bo 
sont to the imperial palace. This ordor is not 
obeyed with alacrity, as one would BUppose 
it would be, for the reason that the people 
know that when a girl becomes an empress, 
she is as good as hidden away from her 
parents forever, They, therefore, have 
all sorta of excuses ready, making out 
that their daughters are Jano, deformed, 
sick or in some manner afilicted, in the 
hope that they may be passed over, But 
this does not avail, as the goveroment has 
learned of these things, and now orders 
that, no matter what the alleged trouble of 
the girl is, she shall atterid at the palace. 
Those girls, several hundred in number, are 
put through a thorough course of examina- 
tion, 10 at a time, by the empress dowager. 
Fifty are firat selected, and the remainder 
are allowed to go. After these hfty have 
been retained at he Palace for rome time, 
they are in turn weeded out until only 10 
remain. This process is repeated after a 
time, until, finally, only the brido-elect ‘is 
left. She is then placed in an elegant bri- 
dal house in Pekin, where she remains pre- 
paring herself for the wedding until it takes 
place, 

For a week preceding and following the 
wedding all the courts in the land are clos- 
ed and all criminals are given their liberty, 
even those who have been condemned to 
death, The empress dowager, or emprosses 
dowager, control the dotails, the most im- 
portant of which are announced to the em- 
pire ina séries of edicts prepared by a 
board of rites. ‘Therse!edicts contain direc- 
tiona for every motion of the Emperor and 
his bride, as well as those who take part in 
the ceremonies during the occasion and for 
five days following. 

About a weok before the wedding a route 
is selected through the streets of Pekin 
from the bride's house to the imperial pal- 
ace, by which the bride is to be conducted 
to her future home. To mark this route a 
path is laid out and sprinkled with new 
sand to make it look yellow, this being tho 


imperial color. Over this route the presents 
of the bride are taken tothe apartmenta 


which she will occupy in the palace. Only 
once a day are’the’ présents conveyed to 
the palace, Thisis in the morning, and a 
procession accompanies them. The larger 
gifts are carried by men whose dresses are 
of red cloth with white spots. The smaller 
articles are carried upon yellow tables, to 
which they are fastened. Along this route 
for days preceding the ceremony the body 
of men who are to carry the bridal chair of 
the empress are continually drilling. 

A number of days before the ceremony 
the bride's house is most elaborately dec- 
orated, On the gates is festooned rich silk 


in red, blue, yellow and green, braided and } 


fringed, together with bunches of silk. 
On the pedestal of each post in front of

“Shih,” whichmeanshappiness, This word, 
in fact, is painted in bright red on every- 
thing connected with the wedding that itis 
possible to put it on. 

Two days before the wedding—that is, 
the day before the emperor sends his bride 

er phosnix robes and diadem—he orders 
three; princes to offer sacrifices and burn in- 
conse on the altar to heaven. Another 
prince makes sacrifice on the altar to earth, 
and still another repeats the ceremony on 
the shrine of the imperial ancestors in the 
specialtemple. These ceremonies are for the 
purpose of announcing the marriage to t':ose 
to whom thesacrificesareaddressed. The day 
before the wedding the emperor sends to his 
bride a tablet of gold, the aceptre and seal. 
The tablet is called the permission, because 
it denotes that the empress dowager and 
empress mother allow the emperorto marry. 
When it is taken to the bride’s palace and 
is about to be read, a master of ceremonies 
exclaims, ‘Listen to the will of heaven!" 
Tablet, sceptre and seal are takou to the 
bride in a temple-like chair, call the dragon 
car, which is accompanied by the bridal 
procession, and in which the bride is taken 
to the Imperial palace at the proper hour. 
This chair is placed in front of the bride's 
house several hours before the time for her 
departure, 2 ] 

Everything is now in readiness for the 
great coremony, with but one exception. 
This is the barricading of the entrances of 
every street and lane opening on the line 
of march, so that the eyes of foreigners or 
other curious persons shall not witnosa the 
procession or any part of it, or get the 


-| smallest possible glimpse of the bride. 


The time for the bridal procession to 
start from the bride’s house is shortly after 
midnight, and the wedding ceremony must 
be before 2 a. m., or good luck will not at- 
tend the nuptials. The night, too, must 
be one of afull moon, All this is arranged 
by a board known as the “inquiring into 
heaven ofticials,"” who are the noyal astrolo- 
pors.

Bolow the cataract,the Niagara although 
cor parative ly fow tourists discover this 
fact, has a beauty and grandeur no lees im 
posing than the falls themselves, Not con 
tont with its mighty plunge of 165 feet, the 
river goes surging and tossing downward 
another 104 feet in ite rocky bed ovér the 
obliterated falls of a preglacial slroam, the 
remains of a third cataract being still per 
ceptible in the Whirlpool Rapids. At the 
Whirlpool the rivor injwints itself like 
some mighty serpent from its sinuous con- 
tortions in this concave prison, to pour it- 
self an omerald-green wayo into a channel 
at right angles with its former course, and 
henceforth trends northeast with m 
gentle curve. 

Not until we reach Lowiston Ridge do 
we turn our banks on tho Niagara's stupen- 
dous exhibition of power, From this 
height, described by Father Charlovoin as 
“a frightful mountain which hides itself in 
clouds on which the Titans might attempt 
to acale the heavens,” is a view worthy the 
expansive canvas of a Bierstadt, Thetable 
land terminates abruptly in an escarpment, 
Beneath stretch boundless moadowlands as 
rich as any in agricultural England. They 
slope gently to the river, which, coming 
headlong down the gorge, with the leap 
and roar of the Whirlpool upon it, gradual- 
ly subsides into a tranquil stream as the 
bold outlines of the banks above Lewiston 
fall away into broad, smiling plains. Across 
the gorge is the Bunker Hiil of Canada, 
crowned by its loftp shaft. Few monu- 
ments in the world have so imposing an 
effect in the landscape as the lonely form of 
Brock towering inthe blue clouds far above 
the heights of Queenston, 

Neatling under the shadow of her moun- 
tain is Lewiston, so named in 1805 for 
Governor Morgan Lewis, of New York. At 
the extreme north, beyond the village of 
Youngstown, and commanding the angle at 
the headland of river and lake, we descry 
the white ramparts of Fort Niagara, whence 
the gallant Pouchot, begirt with enemies, 
looked out in 1758, vainly attempting to 
discover moving among the trees the bat- 
talions of his allies from the Detroit River, 
Exactly opposite Fort Niagara lies ‘fair 
Newark, once gay, rich and beautitul,” pre- 
senting to the water's edge her ancient front 
of crumbling fortresses and gay church 
towors.—Jane Meade Welch, in Harper's 
Magazine for August.

Sir Richard Cartwright presented his 
views, during the session of 1867 8, as fol- 
lows : 

“We should endeavor to renew the (re- 
ciprocity) treaty on as favorable terms as 
possible, not cringingly but in a manly 
way. 

Mr, Mackenzio saidin L509 : 

“We deprecated the idea of cringing to 
the Amercians. He appreciated fully the 
benefits of reciprocity, but he did not 
think it becoming us, under present oir 
cumstances, to make any efforts for its re- 
newal. He believed that we should pursue 
our trade policy without regard to recipro- 
city.” 

ta 1869, the Dorion motion looking to- 
ward a thorough going reciprocity treaty 
was voted down in the House of Commons 
and among the members who opposed it, 
were Messrs. Blake, Cartwright, Mackenzie 
and Mills, Atthattime the Grit party 
were simply following up the policy of their 
old leader, the late George Brown. Mr, 
Brown thoroughly understood that it was 
impossible tosecure an equitable treaty 
with the United States so long as the 
United States declined to enter into any 
such negotiations. Mr. Brown said; 

“ft was not willing to ask for a renewal 
(of the reciprocity) treaty as a fayor to 
VUanada. I firmly believed that, good as 
the reciprocity treaty had been for Canada, 
in the event of repeal we had a commercial 


elicy of our own opon to ug (sob agroatly 
inferior to that we were deprived of.” 

The Grit party came into office in 1873, 
and continued in office for the next five 
years, yet they were utterly unable to 
secure a reciprocity treaty, although they 
had foolishly pledged themselves to obtain 
it.at all hazards. About the time the Grits 
went out of office, the Toronto Globe, the 
recognized exponent of Grit opinion, said : 

“‘When the United States Government 
express any desire for the renewal of the 
treaty, Canada will be prepared to send a 
delegation to Washington to act in concert 
with the British ambassador on that sub- 
ject, but not before. In the meanwhile 
there is no use of saying anything on the 
subject. Thisis the only couree open to 
Canadian ministers compatible with the 
maintenance of anything like respect, either 
for their country or themselves.” 


In view of the above statements from the 
recognized and responsible leaders of the 
Grit party, Mr. Laurier’s assertion is unjust 
and untrue. The Liberal-Conservative party 
found their efforts to secure a reciprocity 
treaty unavailing. They have held out evory 
inducement to the Washington administra- 
tion to enter into negotiations looking tow- 
ard such a treaty, but in the meanwhile they 
have turned their attention to the develop- 
ment of interprovincial and foreign trade, 
and have successfully fostered and encour- 
aged all our home industries. Mr. Laurier, 
who is now the leader of his party, will find 
that accuracy is essential in dealing with 
publio affairs.

1, Aro there any Canadian ports whero 
American vessels engeged in fishing may 
replenish thoir stock of provisions, and if 
so vame them! Ansawer—Not any, but in 
the autumn, when American fishermen aro 
out of provisions and leaving for home, they | 
are permitted to take such as they may re- 
quire for that purpose only. 

2. Willit be insisted upon that every 
American fisherman anchoring in port or 
other places on the coast for shelter only, 
must enter and clear at the Custom House! 
Answer —Atall times when practicable to 
do so; but ifat any inconvenient distance 
from the Custom House and a cruiser is 
present her captain will onter and clear 
those that apply. 

2, What construction is placed by the 
Cavadian officials on the word “repairs,” 
as expressed in tho treaty of 1818, that is, 
may a fisherman who needs repairs to his 
rigging enter port to buy ropa! Does the 
word ‘repairs’ include everything on 
board such vessels as are necessary to & 
complete fishing vessel! Avawer—This 
must be left to the discretion of the Col- 
lector of Customs or the captain of a cruiser, 
as it is liable to great abuse. 

4, Are Canadian officials instructed to 
restrict Americans to certain ports in the 
Bay of Chaleur and Gaspe Bay for wood, 
water and repaira;if so, what porta are 
they! Answer—The Bay of Chaleur is 
closed to American fishermen with the ex- 
ception of Port Daniel and Nuscon harbors, 
which are open to them for the purpose of 
obtaining wood, water, shelter and repairs, 
but wheu medical aid is required they may 
go to Paspebiac for that purpose only. 
Gaspe is not closed, but American fisher- 
men can only enter for either of the four 
things mentioned in the treaty. 

5. The Magdalen Islands being expected 
by treaty stipulations from the restrictions 
applied to other porta of tha eoaata, ia it to 
be understood that American fishermen 
Way at those islands ship fish in bond to 
the United States ; receive salt and barrels 
from the United States in bond, ship men 
and purchase provisions there! Answer— 
Under the convention, American fishermen 
can only take, cureand dry fish at the 
Magdalens under the restriction specified 
in the treaty ; therefore they cannot ship 
fish in bond, ship men nor purchase sup- 
plies. 

6. Are the Dominion cruisers authorized 
to enter and clear vessels in the same man- 
ner as collectors of Customs? Answer.— 
They are, where no collector of Customs is 
present. (See the answer to No 2, 

The information returned by Capt. Scott 
is, on the whole, it is understood, not satia-

After the 13th 
the illuminated crescent rapidly diminishes 
until it becomes exceedingly thin. Thein- 
creasing ize no longer counterbalances the 
lessening 'i.l', and the planet perceptibly 
wanes in brilliancy. There are two of 
these periods of greatest brilliancy as they 
are called. The one like the present occur” 
ring 36 days before inferior conjunction 
when Venus is evening star, and the other 
ocourring 36 days after inferior conjunction 
when Venus is morning star. Our planet- 
ary neighbor will be a charming object for 
celestial study during the whole month of 
August increasing in splendor until the 
16th, and approaching the sun from the 
month's commencement to its close, The 
proof of her increasing brilliancy will be 
perceptible to tho eye of the careful obser- 
ver,and the proof that she is drawing nearer 
to the sun will be found in the lessening 
length of her stay above the horizon after 
sunset. Thus on the Ist she sets an hour 
and a half after the sun, On the 3lst she 
sets about half an hour after the sun.— 
Providence Journal.

which the inspector has laid no informa- 
tions ; that considerable intervals have at 
different times elapsed between the fur- 
nishing of information to the Inspectors 
and the laying of information by the In- 
spectors ; that inour opinion casos that 
ought to have been made third offences 
have been made second offences ; this meet- 
ing, representing the Scott Act Association 
and temperance peoplo of the County, re 
spectfully but strongly urge upon the On” 
tario Government the advisability of s-

“On a yaohting cruise off the eastern 
end of Long Island I learned how to treat 
and cook a fish. Our captain instantly 
killed the first bluofish caught, dressed ib, 
cutitinto broad strips crosawise, salted 
them, and thon dropped them into boiling 
fat ; thon he let them boil, a la doughnuts, 
say half an hour,until the expectant guests 
howled with impatient longing and stom 
achio pain. The result was a fish meal 
that seemed a new revelation, for L never 
ato such fish before. It was brown and 
crisp and done all through—that’s the se- 
cret. Upon returning home I reformed 
the raw-liah loving sable cook, but some- 
how the toate of that bluefish didn’t mater- 
ialize, At firet L attributed it all to fresh 
soa air, Xo, ; but finally, by experimont, I 
found that fish allowed to die slowly deter- 
iorate more thau thore killed speedily, and 
then the bluetish came again in almost his 
original toothsomeness, 

** Thus much for the case, viewed from a 
purely selfish standpoint, Is there no 
other reason for not torturing a tish in ex- 
tracting the hook, and also for killing him 
at once? Let us reason together. Has a 
lish no feeling we are bound to respect? 
Putting ourselves in the place of a fish, how 
would we like to have a huge barbed hook 
turned and twisted in, and finally pulled 
out of our lungs, throat, eyes, &c? Fish 
have not our highly developed nervous 
system, but we should remember that 
wherever red blood ir thore is a sensitiye- 
ness, and in gonoral the degree of sensitive: 
ness corresponds with tho quantity of blood 
in a given area or quantity of tissue or flesh, 
Now, a fish's throat and_ its surrounding 
parts are full of red blood ; and it ought 
to beclear to any one, from that fact 
alone, that the pain following a piercing, 
rupturo or tearing of these tissues or blood 
vessels musb cause pain or even agony to a 
fish. 

‘*T lately diacavered a work entitled, 
‘The Art of Fishing, &o.,’ by Oliver Ray- 
mond, LL. B., printed in London by the 
Queen's printer, which treats of cruelty to 
fish in this wise : 

‘Kill the fish directly you shall have 
caught him. By killing the fish at once 
you not only curtail his sufferings, but you 
secure to yourself a better hash. For 
fish killed on the instant they are 
caught eat finer than when left) to die 
a lingering death. Should you wish 
to know why,I will tell you, and may 
the information work on the feelings of 
those merciless fishermen who leave their 
fish when caught to dio by slow degrees, 
either half smothered in their panniers, or

To 
kill fish quickly, the author recommends 
this plan; ‘ Be provided with a staff about a 
foot lcng, which you can carry in your side 
pocket ; with this givo the fish a smart blow 
on the back of the head, close to the neck, 
and he will be dead in ainstant. You may 
then take the hook out of his mouth, but 
not before, if you would fullow my merci- 
ful directions.’ 

**So much for Mr. Raymond ; but when- 
everhis plan is inconvenient! would suggest 
this substitute, namely, puta» forefinger in 
the fish's mouth and the thumb just behind 
his head,then give a sudden bend back- 
ward, which will snap his backbone and 
instantly end his sufferings.

Our BP. M.'s Holiday Trip, 


My pear Eprron -Glasgow, tho ureat 
commercial city of Scotland, annouuced 
hersolf by the balmy odors of the Clyde 
which poured in our open port, bringing to 
our olfactories more numerous and distinct 
sinells, of various degrees of nauscousness, 
than ow be afforded by that city of stench- 
6s, Cologne. Every effort hitherto made 
to remedy this unpleasantness, has proved 
abortive. However, it has become such an 
unqualified evil, thay the resources of the 
nineteenth century will bo taxed to cope 
with it, Ship building at Port Glasgow 
and along the Clyde seems to bo thriving, 
48 WO 6aW Vory many iron ships, in various 
dogroes of completion. Oovironclad loomed 
up, vast and grand, in its colossal propor- 
tions. The scenery along the Clyde is very 
beautiful, but in ordér to see it to the best 
advantaye, the toarist should secure a pas 
sage upon one of the rapid steamers, which 
dart like swallows hither and thither, and 
visit the Kyles ot Bute, then take the Cri- 
nan and subsequently the Caledonian canal, 
and he will be quite certain to see somo of 
the tinest scenery in Scotland, As you de- 
scond the river and pass the lofty headland 
of Arran, and cast a backward glance, a 
glorious panorama will present itself, Glas- 
gow seoms determined to outrival and out- 
shine the capital, with regard to public 
buildings, The block of new municipal 
buildings, erected on George's Square, is 
most creditable, and in profusion of friezes, 
sculptures and ornaments, is not excelled 
or equalled by any public building in Scot- 
land. Her Merchants’ House is unques- 
tionably very fine. The people of Edin- 
burgh sadly confess that Glasgow has the 
wealth, the commerce, and the activity, to 
do whatever she may desire, and I greatly 
fear that by many the University of Glas- 
gow is thought to be excelling in several 
respects the world famous university of Ed- 
inburgh, Glasgow obtains her water supply 
from Loch Katrine and Lock Drunky. Why 
the latter charming little Loch, which lies 
like a turquoise, in its pretty basin, should 
be designated by so opprobrious a name, 
Ido not know, 1ts waters certainly haye 
not the flavor of the whiskey formerly 
brewed ia its surrounding mountains. To 
atrabgers and tourists fond of the antique, 
there is in Glasgow a Mecca to which all 
pilgrims bend their stepa—the cathedral. 

There is no editice in Scotland that has 
attracted more public attention, lt is the 
only ecclasiastical building in Scotland that 
has come down from the ages in its origi- 
nal state. Tho cathedral was named after 
St. Kentigern or St. Mungo. Its early 
history cannot be outlined with accuracy, 
but all authorities agree that the restoration 
of the building was proceeied with in the 
beginniug of the twelfth century, lt was 
consecrated in 1136, Various Bishops 
from time to time erected chapels and add- 
ed twits extensive crypt,until it was at last 
completed. In 1623 Jeremiah Russeal, one 
of the Greyfriars, and Jobu Kenedy, a 
native of Ayr, were burned at the stake at 
the east end of the cathedral. In 1578 
Scotland came very near losing this won- 
derful building, of which she is justly 
proud. The magistrates of the city, im- 
pelled by certain violent sectaries, who had 
more zeal than descretion, determined to 
raze from the earth the cathedral. Work- 
men were summoned and all preparations 
made, but the people in the wards arose in 
their might and attacked and drove off these 
men, and created such an uproar that the 
king inhibited the ministers from interfer- 
ing in the business, declaring ** that too 
many churches had already been destroyed 
and that he would not tolerate any more 
abuses of a similar kind.” Sir Walter, 
through the mouth of Andrew Fairservice 
in Rob Roy, speaks thus of the cathedral ; 
“ Ah, it’s a braw kirk, nane o’ your wheg- 
maleeries and curlemerlies and opensteek 
hems aboot it, but a solid weel-jointed 
mason work that will stand as along as the 
warld keeps hands and gunpotoher aff it.” 
The General Assembly of 1638 met in the 
choir and was composed of 140 ministers, 
2 professors, 90 ruling Elders, of these 
Elders 17 were noblemen, 9% knights, 25 
landed proprietors, 47 bailies. The As- 
sembly being about to vote on the question 
as to their competency te judgethe Bish- 
ops, the Marquis of Hamilton produced the 
King’s warrant to dissolve the Assembly. 
The mombers, wich Scotch pertinacity, con- 
tinuod to sit, deposed and excommunicated 
the Archbishop, Bishops and members of 
clergy, ratified confession of faith and the 
covenant. ‘hese bold measures ended in 
civil war. Cromwell, after his viotory over 
the Presbyterians at Dunbar, took up his 
residence in Glasgow, and made » formal 
procession to the cathedral to hear the 
sermon, Mr. Boyd, of the Barony Church, 
was the preacher, and boldly inveighed 
against Cromwell and the Independents, 
whom he styled malignants. ‘* Shall I pis- 
tol the scoundrel?” whispered Cromwoll’s 
secretary to his master. ‘‘No, no,’’said the 
General. ‘* We will manage him another 
way,” and invited the minister to sup with 
him. He concluded the entertainment by 
a prayer of many hours duration, which 
lasted until three in the morning, and so 
pleased were someof th» divines whon 
they hoard of this, that they gave out that 
surely Cromwell, aman 60 devout, must be 
one of thoelect. The cathedral is now the 
property of the Crown, and under our pre- 
sont Sovereign this ancient fane has been 
restored to all ita prestine beauty, Idarenot 
givo a lengthened description, but the visit 
or who setunds at the great western door 
and onasts his eye eastward, through the 
interior, will be delighted. Tho vast length 
of the vista, formed by the nave and choir, 
with the lofty vault overhead, the lines of 
beautifully chiseled columns and arches on 
each hand, and the magnificent window, 
with its wonders of stained glass that casts 
ite light down from behind the choir at the 
termination of the view, all contribute to 
| produce upon the spectator an oyverpower- 
ing impression of solemuity and grandeur. 
| Thore are 147 columns, 159 windows, Its 
 Jeongth from east to wostis threo hundred 
and ninoteon feet. Its architocturo is 
of the oarly English, partaking somowhat 
of the different stylos of the ages during 
which it passod whilo approaching com- 
plotion. The Crypt has acquired a world 
wide colebrity as the alloged invoting place

New Military Regulations, 


By a militia general order published in 
Saturday's Gazette, commanding officers are 
required to exercise strict economy in dis- 
dursing the funds of the corps, and to dis- 
courage every expenditure not necessary 
for the eflicioncy of the corps. Undue ex- 
penditure on bands and prize meotings are 
especially discouraged, as well as contri- 
butions for balls, entertainments and re- 
froshments, and the commanding ofticers 
are to give their special countenance and 
protection to ofticors who from motiyes of 
economy decline to share in such expendi- 
ture, Another order provides that if an 
officer op completion of his course in a 
school of military instruction isin arrears 
in his mess bill he is not to be detained 
pending payment, but his transport to his 
home is not to be granted him and his 
commandant must at once report his case 
to headquarters,

The news from the great salmon fishing 
grounds of British Columbia is very 
satisfactory, and a profitable season's 
operations is now positively assured. The 
Skeena river catch has been very large and 
all the great canneries on that river are 
nearly filled up. The four leading companies 
have already over 12,000 cases each, while 
many of the smaller firms have filled all 
their contracts, There will be an unusual- 
ly large quantity of salmon salted this year.

i can quite understand that Sir John did 
not fayor a customs union with the United 
States seventeen years ago, and he gives in 
the rosolution which *'Conservative” quotes 
to sustain his position the best of reasons 
namoly, that the United States ‘tis now so 
heavily taxed." At that time our neighbors 
had recently emerged from a gigantic civil 
war, and, in consequence, general and in- 
dividual taxation was enormous, The 
watch a man cirried, the match he struck 
and scores of tho necessaries of life were 
subject to taxation, ia order that the na- 
tional indebtedness should be paid off, A 
fow yoars elapsed, and the United States 
had reduced its debt toa point that the 
wildest dreamer could not have.conceived 
possible at the time to which ‘Conserya- 
tive” alludes, The customs union which 
Sir John could not consent to in 1870 on 
account of the heavy taxation existing in 
the United States evidently became a de- 
sirable thing in Sir John’s mind in 1878, 
when he declared in his resolution in the 
House of Commons on the 6th of March of 
that year that the National Policy, ‘‘mov- 
‘ing, as it ought to do, in the direction of 
‘*a reciprocity of tariffs with our neigh- 
‘‘ bors, so faras the varied interests of 
** Canada may demand, will greatly tend to 
‘*procure for this country, eventually, a 
‘*reciprocity of trade.” ‘The possibility of 
that reciprocity of trade with the United 
States for the varied interests of Canada 
which Sir John looked for is apparently 
approaching. My conception of Sir John 
Macdonald is, that he is a progressive 
statesman ; he delights to call himself a 
Liberal Conservative as distinguished from 
the Tory of the family compact. He has 
led the party of progress in this country 
for over a quarter of a century under the 
name of Liboral Conservative. A com- 
mercial unionist, | see no reason why I 
may notstill consider Sir John my leader, 
or refuse to believe that he will willingly 
assist in removing the customs barrier that 
now separates ua commercially from our 
neighbors. 

THE FINANCIAL BASIS, 


I notice your challenge in Tuesday's is- 
sue in regard to the financial basis of com- 
mercial union. I shal), with your permis- 
sion, at a subsequent date, deal with the 
term ** commercial annexationist,”” which 
you are pleased to use as a synonym for 
commercial unionist, In the mean time | 
repudiate it, 

Your challenge assunes that the only 
method of raising the federal taxes is the 
existing one, Taxation is a practical aci- 
ence, at once vast and complicated. It is 
as Turgot, one of the greatest French fin- 
anciers, called it, the art of plucking the 
fowl without making it cry. If there were 
no difficulties in the science and art of 
government there would be no need of 
statesmen, There are undoubtedly difticul- 
ties in the financial aspect of commercial 
union, just as there were difliculties to be 
overcome in carrying into effect the Nation- 
al Policy ; but statesmanship would adjust 
tho former, as ‘it did the latter. Tho 
British revenue for the year onding March 
Slat, 1880, (L have no later returns) was in 
round figures eighty-two millions sterlivg, 
and of this amount the customs contribut- 
ed by duties upon tea, coffee, dried fruite, 
spirits, wine and tobacco (all other articles 
being admitted free) less than twenty mil- 
lions. If Great Britain can raise more than 
three-fourths of her revenue outside of 
customs duties, surely in the event of com- 
nieroial union Canada could raise whatever 
shortage, if any, might resu!t from a pool- 
iog arrangement of our customs and exvise 
income with the United States, 

To my mind, then, you are in error in 
assuming that ‘‘Commercial Union which 
will not produce a sufticient revenue is an 
impossible project.’ The people have to 
pay tho taxcsin whatever form they may 
bo raised, They notice the plucking pro 
cess probably less through the customs and 
aud excise than they would through 
any other source, but they aro plucked all 
the same. Perhaps if the process were more 
keonly felt individually, as municipal taxa- 
tion is felt, greater economy in the admin- 
istration of pyblic affairs would be séoured. 
[I do not think, however, that Commercial 
Union would render direct taxation noces- 
sary. Only experience of it can prove that, 
Tho British income tax came into existence 
largely by the oxigencies of the Govern- 
ment, created by costly wars. We may 
never have te resort toitin Canada. In 
1880 tho British income tax brought £9,- 
000,000, while inthe same year stamps 
produced eleven millions. We might, if 
necessary, resume the stamp duties taken 
off afew years ago and extend them. 
Licensing the sale of tobacco as well as fix- 
ing a Dominion license on the sale of 
stimulants, are sources of possible revenue 
if need be. Many others might be named. 

As tho offer of Commercial Union must 
come fromthe United States, it is, to its 
advocates on this side of the line, encourag- 
ing to note the progress of the «question 
among our neighbors, The American capi 
tal, which would naturally spread to tho 
north, as it has done to the south and west, 
is simply dammed out of Canada by the 
customs lino, as offectually as the dykes in 
Holland dam back tho sea,

the Lord saw fit to make, I suppose He 
knows what they are for or what he meant 
thom for—I know there's a good deal of 
talk lately about their wrongs. They've 
had ‘om sure enough ; maybo I don't see 
things all round as 1 ought to. They say 
all general rules bear hard on particular 
casos, I'm one of them perhaps. Anyhow, 
they killed one of the children there—the 
girl, tive years old ; shot hor right in full 
sight of the cabin, and Molly hasn't got 
over it Cill this day. 

1 picked up a few head of cattle cheap 
that fall, and for a yoar wo lived in a wag- 
gon, camping and driving our cattle across 
the ranges, Youdon’t know what that 
life means for 4 woman, take it month in 
und month out. Cooking over a camp fire, 
and not much of anything to cook,anyhow; 
clothes wet half the time; never warm in 
the winter nor cool in summer, aud never 
clean, That year our boy died—snake- 
bite, We were so far from a sottloment 
that we couldn't get a doctor, and we buri- 
ed him ourselves. 

We got into a cabin in the fall. Four of 
us, each one poorer than the others, took a 
section of Government land, We had our 
teams and our health, and were down to 
bed-rock ; not much of anything to lose and 
everything to gain. A min will work un- 
der such circumstances you'll find, We 
built in the middle on the adjoining cor- 
nera of our quarters, and we had a little 
settlement of our own, We hal it for the 
sake of the women; for it} made an al- 
mighty sight of travel for us to get over in 
tho course of the day. They wero all New 
England women, slender and spare, but 
solid grit clear through, Plymouth Rock 
is pretty good stock. Never a whimper nor 
complaint out of one of them, though there 
wasn’t a second frock in the crowd; and 
if there was always corn-bread and coffee 
enough fortwo in any of the shanties it 
wasn't in ours, Aftora while though, we 
had game enough—quail and prairie chick- 
ens, Prairie chickens. I wouldn't be hired 
to touch one now. I remember one day 
along towards spring when Molly struck. 
We had had quail and prairie chicken, 
prairie chicken and quail, three times a day 
ever since I could remember it seemed to 
mo. She put her fork down and pushed 
her plate away and juat quoted out of the 
Bible; ‘Not one day, nor two days, nor 
five days, neither ten days nor twenty days, 
but even until it come out of your nostrils 
and be loathsome unto you.’ Molly knew 
the Bible, 

[t really b>gan to look as if we had touch- 
ed bottom, The next spring we got our 
crops in—corn laid by, rain and sunshine 
and hot weather all just right; and now 
and then we would hear a laugh from the 
hougers, 

But the day the grasshoppers came there 
was mighty little laughing. Claytom came 
in whore I was taking my noon smoke and 
dropped down in a chair by the door, as if 
he couldn't get any further. 

‘*Mountaineers |" he said, with a kind 
of gasp. 

**What ?” I snid, not knowing but it was 
another kind of Indian. 

“Grasshoppers |’ It seems he had been 
there before. 

{ ran out, and sure enough there they 
were, coming up against the sin like a low 
kind of cloud. And ina minute or tw it 
was like being out in a live hail atorm. We 
tried to fight them with fire and hot water, 
but we gaye it up inan hour. All day we 
sat and listened to their horrible crackling 
and crunching, and when they got through 
it looked as if a fire had gone over us. Not 
agreon thing left, and the corn-stalks 
gnawed down to the stumps. 

We held a council of war. The end of 
it was that we drove our atock into the 
town the next day, thirty miles, and sold, 
It didn’t make us rich, but at least we got 
the price of the hides, Then three of us 
went to work in the coal shippings,and Jim 
Clayten went back to stay with the women. 
He had smashed his shoulder that summer 
aud was no mortal use with shovel and pick, 
We were to keep them in supplies, and it 
looked asif, atter all, things might have 
been worse, 

And they got worse before a great while. 
The coal company petered out just as the 
cold weather set in. We took back a big 
load of coal; it was the only pay we ever 
got for our last fortnight’s work, and called 
another council. 

Along in November late—about the time 
when they were keeping Thanksgiving on 
the side where they know what Thanks- 
giving means—we started out on a buffalo 
hunt. There was enough to eat, such as 
it was, for a month in the cabins, and fuel 
enough to keep them warm ; and by that 
time we thought work might begin again, 
Anyway, we'd have our meat for the rest 
of the winter. 

Well, itsnouse to yo over that. It 
wasn’t a pleasure trip. We weren't out for 
the fun of killing. We camped out at 
night, and rode and shot and dressed by 
day, and did not starve nor quite freeze to 
death; and we got back again on the plains 
along in December, 

I wanted to push through and get home, 
but the horses were played out; and all 
the next day, after we struck the level, we 
just crawled along. We had not heard a 
word since wo started, and | was pretty 
anxious—Molly wasnot well when I loft 
her; but there was no aheloe about it. I 
had to go; the women were with her, and 
there was adoector in the town, and Clay- 
ton had.a geod horse, and we had to do 
about that as we had done about everything 
else—take our chances.

HOW THE GRITS WON IN YARMOUTH, N, 


a. 


Mr; Wm. Lovitt, the Grit M. P. elect 
for Yarmouth, N. S., was recently unseat- 
ed for bribery by agents. The Halifax 
Herald gives the following statement, taken 
from the evidence at tho trial, asto how it 
was done : 

If one desires a statemout of facta, let 
him read thé evidence of Chas. T. Grant- 
ham one of the witnesses at the trial, Mr. 
Grantham was appointed Mr, Lovitt’s 
election agent for the rural districts of 
Pubnico. Mr. Grantham was summoned 
to Mr. Lovitt’s office on the evening before 
ol He was told that Mr, John Guest 
w ply him with fands. Mr. Grant- 
ham says :— 

**Whon I first wont to Mr. Lovitt's of- 
fica in the evening before the election I 
went in to Mr, John Guess, I wont there 
to getsome money. I required money to 

yy my expenses. 1 wanted money to use 
in the place I was going ; to get money to 
influence the electors in Mr. Lovitt’s favor. 
I got $200." 

Grantham then sweara that he gave 
$100to Mr. Oliver of East Pubnico ‘to 
buy votes with for Mr. John Lovitt.”” Mr. 
Grantham also gave about “$35 to Byron 
Hines “to buy votes for Mr. Lovitt.” He 
also gaye Charles Rudolf ‘‘ $30 or $55 for 
the same purpose as the others.” Mr. 
Grantham also had charge of a number of 
cases of liquor which were distributed for 
election purposes. This Mr. Grantham, it 
must be remembered, was Mr. Lovitt’s re- 
gularly appointed agent for one smal! dis- 
trict: Nor was this $200 all the monoy 
that went into that small district. The 
same Mr, Oliver who received $100 from 
Mr. Grantham, also received $50 from Mr. 
Sanderson, another prominent worker for 
Mr. Lovitt. Mr, Oliver further spent $50 
of his own funds, for which he has not yet 
receiyed payment. Mr, Oliver swears that 
he spent a part of the money as follows : 


**{ paid John Amiro $5 to vote for mr. 
Lovitt ; Lewis Amiro $5; Manassah Larkin 
$7 ; James McComisky $8 ; John Belliveau 
25 ; Peter Belliveau $5 ; Chas, Amiro $5 ; 
Vincent $5 ; Murphy $5. All of them did 
not promise to vote for Mr. Lovitt, but they 
understood why they got the money.” 


Mr. Oliver admits that he bought up- 
wards of twenty votesfor Mr, Lovitt. Thus, 
from the evidence of two witnesses who 
worked in one small district we find that 
$300 was used to buy votes for Mr. Lovitt. 
If more evidence had béen necessary, it 
doubtless could have been shown that the 
game course was pursued in other districts, 
In all the election must have cost Mr. 
Lovitt and his friends thousands of dollars, 
in the purchase of hundreds of votes.

reasons ‘* it would eventually procure 
a reciprocity of trade,’ and he, Sir John, 
asked the people to support it because a 
“retaliatory policy” was the way to get “‘re- 
ciprocity of trade’ with the Americans. He 
also tuld the peoplo in very plain English 
that this ‘reciprocity of trade” was meant 
to include manufactured goods, that all that 
Canadian manufacturers wanted to 
make them prosperous was the ‘' great 
backing” of the Amorican market, and the 
removal of the cause for making Canada a 
“sacrifice market" for the American manu- 
facturer. Reciprocal trade with the United 
States was in 1875 an acknowledged impos- 
sibility. In the hopes that it might become 
possible, Sir John said Let us retaliate, and 
the country responded. The country had 
had 12 years’ satisfactory experience of re- 
ciprocal trade in certain articles. The fram- 
era of the Act in entire accord with the prin- 
ciple of the National Policy,thinking may- 
hap it possible that the Americans might 
reciprocate in part, or perhaps thinking it 
would be wise to shew the agriculturist 
that they would do all they could to get re- 
ciprocity for the farmer, whilst closing the 
door against a ‘‘sacrifice market,” intro- 
duced clause 6. But this in no sense proves 
that the Liberal-Conservative party were 
not in 1878 in favor of a much wider reci- 
procity. 

You have endorsed and adopted the atate- 
ments of ** Conservative,” in your issue of 
the 2ud inst. By-the way, it is noticeable 
that all your correspondents opposing com- 
mercial union write anonymously. 

The resolution quoted by ‘‘Conservative” 
was passed in 1870(I have not acceas to the 
report of the debate), eight years before the 
National Policy resolution and debate. The 
resolution of March 1878, is a complete an- 
swer to the inforence which ‘'Conservative” 
draws from it. Leok at the resolution it- 
self: **That this House, while desirous of 
* obtaining the freest access to the markets 
‘of the world, and thus augmenting aud 
*“extonding its prosperity, is satisfied that 
‘this object can be best attained by the 
*‘ concurrent action of the [mporial and Ca- 
‘*nadian Goyernments, and that any at- 
‘* tempt to enter into a treaty with a foreign 
*‘ power without the strong and direct sup- 
** port of the Mother Country as the princi- 
** pal party, must fail, and # customs union 
‘with the United States, now so heavily 
**tared, would be unfair to the Empire and 
“injurious to the Domivion, and weaken 
*' the ties now so happily existing between 
** them.” 

Observe the fact stated asa roason for the 
assortion that such a union would be inju- 
rious to the Dominion, viz. that the United 
States was then ‘'so heavily taxed," and had 
not recovered from the effects of their gi- 
gantic civil war. We were then compara- 
tively lightly taxed. How stands the com- 
parison now? ‘That Sir John and others 
wero in 1870 opposed to customs union, the 
excerpts published by you to-day and yos- 
turday abundantly prove. That he in 1878

ot to have a sky anda chance to breathe, 
t's about all there is to got, bottor than 
he can get anywhero else ; but it's a sure 
fact that so much he's got to have whatever 
olss gota left. It's like a poem, may 
bo—'I ain't much on rhyme’ myself— 
driving across them in warm weathor ; 
horses frosh and well fod, with a big 
tentand spring cots for camping and a 
supply waggon with everything you can 
think of but ice, and maybe that ; all the 
world aripple with summer green; tho 
south wind surging like a warm ocean, and 
the sky blue and soft and arching away up 
to the great White Throne. That's one 
thing. To go trailing along, horses dead 
beat and half starved, pull a big wag- 
gon through sloughs up to the ankles or 
over frozen ruts that wring every bolt ia 
the concern and every bone in your body ; 
with mile after mile of dead yrass_ stretch- 
ing out to the edgo of the world ; with 
buzzards swinging up out of nowhere, 
more like something infernal than any 
decent living ot ; with coyotes yelping 
and crying all night—that's another thing, 
and the kind that doesn’t get talked about 
much, Perhaps you remember that item 
in last winter's newspapers, a half-dozen 
lines or so—two families frozun ina Texas 
northor, horses, dog# and all, just as they 
atood. 

That night we went into camp ten miles 
from home, There was a ravine and plenty 
of brush, andthe horses were ready to 
drop in their tracks, and that last ten 
miles was one of the things that couldn't 
be done. So we got our fire made and our 
horses fed and sheltered as woll as we 
could, and put some heart into ourselves 
with buffalo steak and hot coffee ; and the 
rest of them packed chomselves into tho 
waggon. Some one had to stand guard and 
keep the fires going, and I took the 
contract, 

It wasn’t a dark night. There was a 
goodish bit of moon behind the clouds, and 
it madea gray kind of light over every- 
thing. We were at the bottom of a dry 
canyon that ran east and west and the wind 
did not reach us.

Our PB, Moa Moliday Trip, 


The residences of Dr. Johrison, David Hume 
Boswell, can be found if you have the 
courage to outer several of the ill-smolling 
and disgusting lanesand courts which open 
from High and Cationgate streets. Here 
is the Wi st Bow, down which Argyll and 
Montrose were hurried to execution in the 
hangman's cart. There stands the house 
of Major Weir, who, with his sistor, suffer- 
ed death for necromancy, The heart in 
the causoway markethe site of the heart of 
Midiothian, while” two. blocks of stone in- 
fiicate whore the scaffold stood where so 
many illustrious met were executed. Tho 
Toll Booth, now used as a barrack, with its 
six foot walls of stone, and the identical 
pillory, with its iron clasp, still remain, 
What a strange sensation you oxperience 
in entering these little courts and looking 
at the crests of the noble families of Scot- 
land, Tho spacious staircases, yaulted and 
panelled rooms and ceilings, now inhabit- 
ed by the vile and vicious scum of the city. 
In Knox's house a bawbeo of the oarliest 
coinage is exhibited. They tell a story 
here as to the bawbee, which is as 
follows > Just atthe time of the birth 
vf Mary Queen of Scotts, the new coinage 
Wae instituted and King James was asked 
to Hame the denominations of Lhe coins, 
Taking up the smallest, he said, 1 have a 
little baby (Lawbee) and we shall call this 
coin the bawbee. 

Holyrood Palace must ever be associated 
with some of the most momentous events 
in history, and it was with great pleasure 
we found ourselves treading the great 
halls, courts, gallerios and quadrangles of 
this famous palace. Passing through the 
picture gallery, one hundred and [fifty feet 
long, twenty-seven broad, wo enter Queen 
Mary's rooms. Her bedroom is divided 
into panels, upon which are printed her 
initials and coat of aris; On one side of 
the room is the door of the secret passage 
through which the conspirators who mut- 
dored Rizzio entered, and you can, by 
raising Lhe tapestry, see the winding stairs 
in the wall by which they ascended, Ad- 
joining is the cabinet, whore Rizzio was 
supping with the Qieon when he was 
stabbed to tlhe heart) dragged from the 
room and hurled down’ the staircase. A 
board stained with hig blood is pointed out 
to you by the guard. The bedstead, with 
its clothing, mirror, work table, remain. 
In the ruined abbey adjuining, Charles the 
First was crowned, and it contains many 
old tombs and tablets, objects of the deep- 
eat interest, The old honeys House 
contains statutes of ominent judges, and 
some paintings of great merit. A small 
brass tablet.a few feetfrom the statue of 
Charles the Second marks the grave of John 
Knox. Within the railing which surrounds 
St. Giles’ church is the pedestal of the old 
cross of Edinboro’, while near the site of 
the old cross Mr. Gladstone has erected the 
main shaft of the cross and surrounded it 
with a very beautiful stone enclosure. We 
attended service in old St. Giles, the old 
parish church of Edinboro’. {[t dates from 
1265 and has not escaped the restoration 
mania. Upon one of its columns we notic- 
éd a tablet to the memory of Dean Han- 
nay, the tablet stating that he was the 
first and the last to read the bouk of ser- 
vice in the Cathedral, Beneath this 
was «@ atatement that this memorial 
had. been erected in happier times 
by his descendant! Upon enquiry 
as to this, we found that it was 
this minister who read the book of service 
forthe first time inthe cathedrel, which 
so offended the ears of Jenny Geddes, an 
old woman, that she rose and indignantly 
hurled her stool at the Dean, accompany- 
ing the act witha very fervent remon- 
strance. 1 never was more astonished than 
at watching the service of St, Giles, I 
scarcely think there could be a wider de- 
parture from the plain old primitive ser- 
vice of Scotch churches. Not only is a 
book of service used, which the preface de- 
clares is for use on week and Sabbath days, 
and which contains forty services, twenty- 
six special prayers, and recites that the 
book of common order order of the Gener- 
al Assembly of 1662 and long used in tho 
daily service of thechurch, haying fallen 
into desuetude, and become inlapse of 
yoars antiquated and unsuited for present 
purposes, the following services haye been 
compiled, until another formulary,set forth 
by proper authority, shall be appointed, 
Last of order of service is reading old Tes- 
tament by one minister in gown in pulpit. 
reading new Testament by another minis- 
ter at reading desk, then callto prayer, 
invocation for divine presence, general con- 
fession, general thanksgiving, prayer for 
Ulumination, psalms chanted or Te Deum 
sung. The beadle is magnificent in gown 
trimmed with red. The procession of the 
beadle, the ministers’ elders to the pulpit, 
the precentor with gown with purple hood, 
the chanting, &c., presented such a singu- 
lar picture that it puzzled me to tell in 
what service 1 was ongaged, ag it geemed 
to beof a hybrid character of service, 
Greyfriars was noxt visited, and we attend- 
ed service in new Groyfriars. Old Grey- 


friars- parish adjoins new Greyfriars 
parish, and in consequence the two 
churches abut, and are under the same 


roof, the one being joined to the other. 


ln this Church the National Covenant waa | 


signed in 1663, and Robertson the historian 
otticiated therein for many years. <A stone 
in the cometery is shown you upon which 
the Covenant was signed, In the church 
yard are buried some very notable Acotch- 
men—Goorge Buchanan, the accomplished 
Latin scholar and preceptor of James VI., 
Allan Ramsay the poet, upon whose tablet 
is ingcribed ; 
No sculptured marble hore nor pompous lay, 
| No storied urn or animated bust ; 
This simple stone directs palo Scotia's way 

Tu pour her sorrows o'or her poet's dust. 
Though hore you're buried, worthy Allan, 
We'll ne'er forget you, canty callan ; 

For while your soul lives in the sky 
Your Gontlo Shepherd cannot div. 

The cemetery abounds with many anti 
quated tombs, and some singular opitaphe. 
One epitaph placed on a tombstone by a 
hyshand in momory of his wife was os fol 
| lows 
She was ! 

But words are wanting to say what : 
Think what a wife showd be, and she was 
that. 


Tho tomh of the martyra who suffored at 
the time of the Reformation bears the fol 
lowing inscription ; 

** From May 27, 1061, that the most no 
ble Marquia of Argyle suffered to the 17th 
of Fobruary 1008, that Mr, Jamon Rouwick 


1887. 


Edinboro about 
one hundred of noblomen, gentlemen, min 
istera, and others, noble martyrs for Jesus 
Christ—the moat part of them lie here,’ 
[t also adds that about 18,000suffered doath 
Enclosed by the original wall and gates is 
the enclosure whore 1200 of these faithful 
mon wore kept for five months ponned like 
cattle, without any covering or shelter, By 
ono of those unaccountable freaks of for- 
tuno, the Judge who sentenced the one hun 
dred mon alluded to, and who by so doing 
earned tho soubriquet of **bloody McKeon. 
zie,” lies buried in the same c iurchyard 
with his victims, A son of the sexton 
told me that it was commonly believed 
that the soul of this Judge had never 
found rest, and that if you went at 
midnight to his tomb, and put three 
straws through the key hole, and shout- 
ed ‘ bloody McKenzie, come forth,” that 
he would rise and chase away the cal- 
ler. Jingling Geordie, George Heriot, the 
founder of Heriot’s hospital, lies in the old 
kirkyard. After visiting the national gal- 
lory of paintings, national portrait gallery, 


aullored, were executed at

John Wonnamaker, of Philadolphia, 
bought for $100,000 Muacockay's painting 
of Christ before Pilate. His Crucitixion, 
the companion picture, was on exhibition 
in Glasgow, and valued at $150,000—the 
reault of three years’ labor, The picture 
was 27 feot long, and was framed with dark 
crimson. I Buppose 16 18 considered the 
triumph of the aye. The scene is the 
painter's idea of the crucifixion, introdu ing 
all of tho charactors that his imagination 
pictured as being present, ‘Tlic time is the 
moment whon that strapge darkness cameo 
oyer the laud, when one Saviour uttered 
‘this last ory, and died? Tho figures are full 
Jéngth. ‘The expression upon the faco of 
Ohrist is that of intonse suffering, the eyes 
looking up to heaven with a glance that is 
imploring, but reveals the tortures of mind 
and body; the face livid, the mouth par- 
tially open; the anguish is fearful. John 
stands at one side, Jooking at the Magda- 
lene, as with her flowing, auburn hair she 
knevls, shedding tears on the Saviour’s feet. 
Mary hia mother, is kneeling at the foot of 
the cross, pale and in agonized yrief. The 
Tvoman conturions in armor, are looking on 
with the utmost surprisé; two more seem 
awe-stricken, and are running from the 
acene, One Jew casts a look of gratilied 
malice and hatred ; another venerable man 
with white beard seems conscious that some- 
thing terrible has taken place, and scarcely 
listens to another, who ia yolubly endeavor- 
ing to convince him of the justice of the act. 
One thief is dead, the other dying. The 
executioner with a face df strict indiffer- 
rence gazes at the weeping women. The 
costumes, attitude and oxpressions are won- 
dorfully realistic. The Arab sheiks in their 
loose white burnams and swarthy faces, 
gaze from their horses on the scowling Jews 
and Romans with astonishment, wondering 
why the crucifixion of Jesus should create 
buch a tumult, and at the same time look 
at tho darkening sky as if they, too, were 
sorisible that ib was ho ordinary event they 
witiiessed, The spectator can study the 
pisture at leisure withoubbeing driven away 
by the effectof the eRnene of the sufferers. 
Far different is it with the world renowned 
Réubensa’ crucilixion ; thers the anguish be- 
comes in afew momenté insupportable, and 
youtly thescene, Ongof the thieves has had 
4 leg broken by the bludgeon, and in his tor- 
ments has torn his lacerated feet through 
the spikes, and is writhing with the pain, 
his head thrown’ back; his fearful counten- 
ance distorted-outof human semblance by 
the agony. Weread of Uke cruelties prac- 
ticed, but know nothing of the effects. One 
glance at Reubeén’s picture fills the mind 
with a conception of what pain is, that 
volumes could not convéy. In the Scottish 
National gallery the paintings that attract 
most attention, and before which you stand 
lost in wonder at the skill of the artist, is 
Church's Niagara. With a perfect know- 
ledge of the locality, we felt that an artist 
who could so faithfully portray the majes- 
ty, beauty and sublimity of the falls, was 
scarcely human. Exactly as Niagara is, so 
is the painting. ‘The exquisite rainbow, 
all the varied tints of the water, from the 
deep green of tho horse shoe, to the clouds 
of Heecy foam and spray that rise from the 
boiling chaldron. The Hon. Vail Paton 
hag painted so many pictures that he has a 
gallery of his own productions, but there 
are two of his in the National Gallery that 
in my judgment eclipse all others. Scenes 
from midsummer’s nights dreams, in which 
the painter has given full scope to his 
imagination, and his pictured fairies, imps, 
gnomus without number, disporting them- 
selyes in a beautiful lonely wood. We 
looked at them for a long time, every mo- 
ment discovering new beauties. How the 
artist could paint water bubbles in the 
centre of which you would discover most 
lovely little fairies, perfectly formed, and 
yet the bubble preserve its etheral struct- 
ure, was a puzzle. His flesh tints are as 
perfect as nature. The only danger 
to an enthusiastic admirer of the 
perfection and symmetry of the female 
form in all its unadorned loveliness 
is, that from gazing he might become so 
enraptured with Titania in her fairy loveli- 
ness that he would not be able to tear him- 
self away. There isa small painting that 
seemed to usa gem ; the subject is unat- 
tractive, nothing great or striking, and yet 
you stand before it and wonder. A lady 
clothed in white satin, sitting holding out 
her hand to her little King Charles’ spaniel. 
You can sew the shine of the satin, the 
sparkle of the diamond ring and bracelet, 
the lustre of her hair, the coat of the 
spaniel soft and silky. Ido not know the | 
painter but he must be a great artist. The 
last painting by Sir Dayid Wilkei is here, 
where a few of the heads and figures are | 
perfectly finished, while the rest of the 
canvass contains only the rough skeleton 
forms in crayon of the men and women and 
malled cavaliers he intended to introduce, 
but death, the restless, would not wait,and 
the blow descended and his last picture will 
ever remain as it now is, 

Twenty-fourth of July found us on the | 
Atlantic with a good ship and cheerful 
society. Three or four days of rough, | 
squally weather sent most of the passengers 
to their births ; but these unpleasant days 
have been succeeded by sunny skies and 
calm waters. Two days ago we caught 
sight of a number of fishing smacks—har- 
bengers of land and this morning the 
pilot came on board and took charge of the 
ship. Our days have been passed in read- 
ing, talking, shuttlobord, cuchre, singing, 
telling sea yarns, and the passage has been 
very pleasant. We hope on Thursday 
morn to land at New York, and in a fow 
hours thereafter to gladdea our hoarts with 
a sight of dear old Belleville and our many 
kind friends,

~ BUTTERW ORTH'S BUNCOMBE. 


The Hon. Benjamin Butterworth—tho 
United States Congressman from Ohio who 
proposes commorcial union between Canada 
and the United States to the extent of a 
free interchange of the products and man- 
ufactures of both countries—proposes to 
reintroduce at the House of Representa- 
tives at the next session his bill providing 
as above stated, but somewhat amended 
and amplified. Mr. Butterworth, has, 
therefore, addressed to hia fellow mombors 
of Congress a letter on the suoject, by means 
of which he hopes to elicit their opinions, 
This letter has been published in full in 
the Toronto organs of commercial annex- 
ation, and, Canadians will finditin a fow 
passages of interest and significance. The 
following, for examble : 

The Dominion of Canada has an exhaust- 
loss supply of minerals, ores, timber, phos- 
phates, fish, building material, etc., ote., 
and great agricultural resources. Her ter- 
ritory is interlocked with our own. The 
location of her great highways of traflic, 
lakes, canals, rivers, railways, open up to 
us at once an exhaustless supply of raw 
material, and a constantly growing market 
Sor our. manufactured surplus. 

That is to say, Mr, Butterworth would 
make of Canada a depot for the supply of 
raw material forand a consumer of the 
products of Yankee manufactures. The 
United States would hayo, thus, at loast 
nine-tenths of the benefit, 

Mr. Butterworth proceeds : 

Canada has territory larger in extent than 
the United States, and is rich in all the 
natural resources necessary to make a poople 
prosperous, Wo wanS aud need an open, 
uninterrupted highway to these vast store- 
houses of natural wealth, and with it free 
acoess to the markets of the whole North 
American continent. 

Why, then, should we not avail ourselves 
of those resources and obtain the profit from 
them, instead of turning them over to our 
neighbors, as raw material for their fac- 
tories for the mere privilege of an infinites- 
mally small profit in placing them in the 
hands of the manufacturers and middlemen 
of another country ! 

Mr. Butterworth waxes eloquent over 
the proposed abolition of the custom houses, 
Hear him : 

We now have,along four thousand miles 
of our Northern frontier, an uninterrupted 
line of custom houses and picket guards, as 
needless as they are annoying and irritat- 
ing to the citizens of both nations. If such 
a condition of things was necessary to pro- 
tect our industries and the workmen em- 
ployed, that fact might be urged as a reason 
or its continuance. But no such necessity 
existe. 

As has been previously pointed out, this 
part of the project is impracticable. Mer- 
chants and traders would, even were com- 
mercial union, an accomplished fact, 
still import foreign goods and liquors, 
and there are certain articles the importa- 
tion of which from the United States into 
Canada is prohibited—such as the products 
of prison labor and oleomargarine. So the 
custom houses would till necessary, 
with, possibly, a small reduction of the 
staff at the larger ports. 

The next paragraph of Mr. Butterworth’s 

letter that is worthy of attention is tho 
following : 
_ You will observe that what is proposed 
is in nowise in conflict with the philosophy 
of Protection. lama Potectionist: but 
we will agree that Protection properly 
deals with the unequal conditions which 
exist in the field of competition as between 
our manufacturers and those of the Old 
World. Those conditions, relating in the 
main to the costof labor, and being so 
largely in favor of the plants of Europo, 
manufacturers there are in certain linos 
of trade enabled, in the absence of the in- 
tluence of our protective system, to control 
the markets at our very doors. But this 
reason has no possible application to com- 
petition with Canada ; and the reason coas- 
ing, the rule ceases with it. 

Our Canadian neighbors, who live just 
actoas an imaginary line, are in lineage, 
language and tradition with us if not of us. 
They have the samo aims and ambitions as 
@ nation,.and logically the samo destiny. 

With opportunities in the field of indus. 
trial effort in nowise superior to our own, it 
would seem that Protection against thom 
is needless and defonceleas, 

Thir, read in connection with the para 
graph first above quoted, oxplains itsolf.

The Bulgarian Problem, 
PRINCE FERDINAND’S TROUBLES TO BEGIN TO- 
DAY. 


Lonpox, Aug 10.—Probably the first 
hostile movement against Prince Ferdin- 
and, who will accept the, Bulgarian ruler- 
ship to-day, willcome in the shape of a 
protest from the Sultan against the Coburg 
Prince's assumption of the throne without 
the sanction of the Sultan and a refusal of 
that sovereign. to grant such sanction. 
Should Ferdinand continuo to exercise the 
functions of Prince of Bulgaria after re- 
ceiving the Turkish note, it would be in- 
cumbent upon Turkey to send an army to 
Sofia to expel him. Such action would 
arouse Austria to hostility, and then would 
come the Czar'’s opportunity. Russia is in 
a position to fill Bulgaria with troops be- 
fore an opposing army can arriye at the 
borders of that country, and this she will 
without doubt, do, upon the slightest pre- 
text. All unprejuced opinions agree that 
Prince Ferdinand is much more likely to 


be a Russian prisoner than Prince of Bul- 
garia within a month.

Johnson's mental process in this regard lies 
in the old proverb, ‘“‘there are none so 
blind as those who will not see,” for Mr, 
Johnson must have wilfully closed his eyes 
to the positive and emphatic declaration 
contained in the concluding words of Sir 
John's amendment, ** that a customs un- 
ion with the United States, now heavily 
taxed, would be unfair to tho Empire and 
injurious to the Dominion, and weaken tho 


ties now so hoppily exiting betwoon 
them.” By what logical syllogim or meta- 


physical subtlety Mr, Johnaon has deduced 
from these plain and forcible words of con- 
demnatioa the “platform” which he par- 
ades in small ‘‘ caps,” viz. ‘* reciprocity of 
trade, free trade, the freest interchange 
socially, commercially and every way but 
politically,” he can explain to bis inner 
consciousness, but it passes my comprehen: 
sion to imagine how it can be done, for ob- 
serve that S'r John makes no direct men- 
tion of political union, or to give it its right 
name, ‘‘aunexation,” but condemns cus- 
toms union, zollverain or commercial un- 
ion, not solely because it would lead to an- 
nexation, but because it would be ‘unfair 
to the Empire and injurious to the Domin- 
ion.” Oh, but! says Mr. Johnson that 
was along time ago, and Sir John has 
changed his opinion since then. 1 would 
ask when the change took place, certainly 
not in 1878, although at that. time, as in 
1870, he used the term *' reciprocity” and 
** free trade” rather loosely ; yet as there 
was only one sort of reciprocity in question 
then, viz. the limited reciprocity of the 
especial treaty of 1854, it could only be 
that which the Conservative leader express- 
ed himself desirous to obtain, 

That such was his meaning is placed be- 
yond doubt by the clause which he intro- 
duced into the Customs Act of 1879, which 
still stands unaltered on the statute book, 
and reads as follows (Consolidated Statutes 
of Canada 1886, chap. 33 clause 9, p. 366.) 
** Any of all of the following things, that is 
to say animals of all kinds, green fruit, hay, 
straw, bran, soeds of all kinds, vegetables 
(including potatoes and other roots) plants, 
trees and shrubs, coal and coke, salt, hops, 
wheat, pease and beans, barley, rye, oate, 
Indian corn,buckwheat,and all other grain, 
flour of wheat and flour of rye, Indian meal 
and oatmeal, and flour or meal of any other 
grain, butter, cheese, fish (salted or smok- 
ed) lard, tallow, meats (fresh, salted or 
smoked) and lumber may be imported into 
Canada free of duty, or at a less rate of 
duty than is provided by this act upon pro- 
clamation by the Governor in Council, 
which may be issued whenever it appears 
to his satisfaction, that similar articles from 
Canada may be imported into the United 
States free of duty, or at a rate of duty nut 
exceeding that payable on the same under 
such proclamation when imported. into 
Canada.” 

Now, Sir, I think that the aboye quoted 
clause ought clearly to show to any person, 
whose mind is not biassed by a preconceiy- 
ed theory, that the reciprocity spoken of 
by Sir John was not only not unlimited, 
but that it was most stringently limited to 
the article specified in said clause, and did 
not and could not extend to or comprehend 
any others, and that the platform of the 
Chief and of the party was then decidedly 
a/erae to unlimited reciprocity or as it is 
now termed *‘comimercial union,” while the 
retention, unaltered, of the restricting clauso 
upon our statutes as lately revised 
proves that that platform and that policy 
still prevail in their entirety. 

If Mr. Johnson will accept a friendly 
suggestion, and I write in no spirit of un- 
friendliness toward him personally, he 
might get this question settled beyond 
cavil or dispute at once and finally by doing 
as he did in the matter of Mr. Wiman’s 
allegiance, thit is by writing to Sir John 
himself, and asking him to define his posi- 
tion with respect to commercial union, and 
thus avoid the further unprofitable and in- 
conclusive expenditure of much mental 
labor, newspaper space and printer's ink,

The impracticable in Keotproc ity 


(Toronto World.) 

From the time the question firat came up 
the World has maintained that commercial 
union wae an imprac tioability unless Can 
ado was propared to surrender her tariff 
making powers to the t nited States, that 
oommertal union moant politic al union and 
led to annexation, The Globe and the 
Vail have been under the impression that 
their sido of the case was argued when they 
showed that our farmers would get an to 
creased price for their barley, their horses, 
their broilers and their butter, That the 
farmer might find the U.S, market slightly 
botter, for a few articles, may readily be 
admitted, but that the farmer would be 
benefited on the whole under commercial 
union wo have dented and partly proved, 
and are able to domonstrate cloarly, if it 
over becomes necessary ww go into that 
branch of the caso minutely, That our 
manufactures would diminish in importance 
is admitted by the advocates of the meas 
uro, that thoy would be practically ruined 
ia tho opinion of the business men of Mont- 
real and the business mon of Toronto, as 
voiced by the Board of Trade. 

But wo have pointed out before, and we 
point out again to the Muil and Globe and 
othor newspaper advocates of the scheme 
that tho matorial aspect of the case would 
not determine the issue. Commercial union 
must be viewed from a higher standpoint 
than that, Canada’s political oxistence and 
independence is involved in the issue, and 

Canada’s ono time leading papers, the Globe 
and the Mail, are well aware of the fact. 
These two journals, twine in adversity and 
in disappointment, inconsistent and reck- 
loss, neither with a reputation to lose, one 
of them the croaking oracle of a disunited 
and blightwd body of politicans, the othor 
reflecting the opinions of no party but de- 
riving its inspiration from the Syllabus 
and from an imagined and unreal appre 
hension of Roman Catholic aggression — 
these journals the poople of Cauada should 
look upon as little short of traitors, ‘Their 
object is to wheedle Canada into annexa- 
tion, and the bait thoy dangle before the 
eyes of the supposed-to be gullible farmer 
is 10 cents a bushel on barley, $1 a pouad 
for butter and $2.50 for spring chickens, 

When Canada seeks annexation she will 
proceed about the business in an honorable 
manner. She will offer some higher and 
better reasons for the change than havo 
beon yet suggested, and she will look to 
other councillors than Wimean and Bunting 
and disappointed and discredited organs 
like the Globe and Mail, 

The stand the World has taken on com- 
mercial union from the outset is exactly 
tho same as that arrived at by an American 
journal that has given tho question more 
consideration than any other paper in the 
United States. That paper is the Chicago 
Times, which has had a special commis- 
sioner travelling through Canada to 
investigate the feelings of our people. 
Having obtained all the information it 
desired as to commercial union and having 
considered Mr. Laurier's recent pronounce- 
ment thereon the Times sums up the 
situation. Under an article headed ‘The 
Practicable in Reciprocity” The Times says: 

Apparently Mr, Laurier perceives that 
the scheme of commercial union, involving 
a common tariff and a divison of collections 
is impracticable and altogether out of the 
question unless the Dominion Government 
is prepared to give up to the Congress of 
tho United States the whole subject of 
tarill jogislation for both countries. Whether 
he perceives it or not, it is so, If the 
Domivion will take our tariff laws as they 
are, and as Congress may choose to modify 
them and as our treasury department and 
courts may construe them, well and good. 
This country may agree to such an arrauge- 
ment as that. But it will never agree to 
accept the Dominion laws, or to put the 
whole business of tariff-making out of the 
hands of Congress and into the hands of 
somo jvint high commission representing 
the creaty-making functionaries of the 
United States and British governments. 
Uiiless, therefore, the Dominion is prepared 
to make a complete and unconditional sur 
render of all control,over its own tariff, and 
accept wh atever tariff our Congress may choose 
to enact from time to time, the ‘scheme of 
commercial union,” in the sense in which 
that phrase is used, is entirely out of the 
question, Probably there is not one 
Canadian in ten thousand who would accept 
the condition, or even consent to surrender 
control of the tariff to a commission of the 
British and American Goyernments until 
he was fully prepared for annexation, and 
then he would see no use fora tariff mode 
by diplomacy. 

Any degree of reciprocity, even to the 
free admission of any product of either 
country into the other, is quite compatible 
with the political independence of each. 
Each can have its own laws, including tariff 
laws, and yet each admit the products of 
the other free of tax, if they can mutually 
agree to thearrangement. But is is practi- 
cally impossible to abolish the frontier 
custom houses, make and enforce a com- 
mon tariff, and pool the proceeds, so long 
as the two countries are politically soparate 
and independent. This may as well be 
clearly understood at once. 

Letour Canadian neighbors make up 
their minds what they want. If they want 
political union, we ought to be ready to 
meet them and make reasonable terms re- 
specting the public debts of the two coun- 
tries, etc. Outside of the Amorican colony 
which Mr. McGarigle has recently joined, 
no American ought to object to such an ar- 
rangement, On the other hand, if they 
want trade reciprocity with political inde- 
pendence, we ought to bo rondy to meet 
them half way and to trade with them as 
freely as is compatible with the mainten- 
ance of different tariff taxes on the pro- 
ducts of other countries. But we cannot 
gain anything on oithor side by assuming 
that a Butterworth zollverein is compatible 
with existing political relations, 

By all means let the discussion of this 
subjoct proceed. Itcandono harm, and 
it may resultin great advantages to both 
countries, But let us waste no time in talk. 
ing about impossibilities. Political union 
is possible, if it is desiredon both sides. 
So is trade reciprocity. Let us talk about 
these things aad decide which of them we 
want, if either, and then goto work and 
get it. The Canadian Liberals ought, how- 
ever, to understand that our protectioniats 
will not consent to any arrangement in- 
consistent with what they call the ‘*Amori- 
can system,” They do not want more 
froedom of trade, but a larger area for tho 
application of their contrivance for the on- 
richmont of mon ongaged in the prosecution 
of pot industries.

TABERNACLE SERMONS, 


THE CHRISTIAN PRINCIPLES IN FIRE 
AND LIFE INSURANCE. 


Tue Hamptons, Avg 7,—Rey. T. DeWitt 
Talmage’s sermon for to-day was on the import- 
ant subject of ‘Life and Fire Insurance; the 
Christian Principles Invulv«d.". His text was : 
—'' Let him peoes officers. over tho land, 
and take up the fifth part of the land of Egypt 
+ the seven plenteous years,” Genea‘s xli., vy. 


These were the words of Joseph, the president 
of the first life insurance conipany that the 
world ever saw, “Pharaoh had a dream that 
distracted him, He thought he stood on the 
banks of the River Nile, and saw coming up 
but of the river seven fat, slo k, glossy cows, 
and they began to browse in the thick prass, 
Nothing frightful about that, But after them, 
coming out o: the same river, lie saw seven cows 


‘| that were gaunt and starvcd,and the worst look- 


ing cows that had ever been sten in the land, 
aud in the ferocity of hunger they deyoured 
their seyen id jecessors, Pharaoh,the king, 
sent for Joseph ‘to’ decipher these midnight, 
hieroglyphica. Joseph made short w rk of it, 
and intimated the seven fat cows that cane out 
of the river are seven years with plenty to. eat, 
the seven emaciated cows that followed them, 
fre seven years with nothing to eat. *‘ Now,” 
said Joseph, ‘Tet us take cne-fifth of the’ corn 
crop of the seven prosperous yeara, and keep it 
as a provision for the seven years ia which there 
6iall be no corn crop,” The king took the coun- 
sel and appointed Joseph, becaus» of his int: grity 
and public spiritedness, asthe president of the 
uadertaking, The farmers paid one-fifth of 
their iccbme as a prominin, In all the towns 
and cities in the land there were branch houses, 
This great Egyptian Jife insurance ovinpany 
bad mulions of dollars as assets, After awhile 
the dark days came and the who.e nation would 
have starved if it had not been for the provision 
they had made for the future. But oow those 
oe families had nothing to do but go up 
and collect the smouat of their life pol cies, 
The Bible puts it in ons short phrase ;—'' In all 
the land of Egyptthere way bread ” Tsay thia was 
the first life insurance company. It was divine- 
ly oganised It hadin it all the advantag #of 
tne ‘whole life plan,” of the ‘‘tontine pian,” of 
the “reserved endowment plan,” aod oll the 
other good plans, Weare told that Rev. Dr. 
Anhate, of Lincolnshire, Englaud, originated the 
first life insutance company in 16°8 No! it is 
4s old a6 the corn cribs of Egypt, and God Him- 
elf was the author and originator, If that were 
not so, I would not take. your time and mine in 
Sabbath discussion of this subject. I feel it 15 
a theme vital, religious and of infivite import, 
the morals of lite aod fira insurance, 
| About ten or? wenty years ago, there was a 
Rreat panic in Jife insurance which did good, 
nd rthe storo, the untrustworthy and bogus 
institutions were scattered, while the. genuine 
were tested aud firmly established, and where 
does the Jife insurance institution stand to-day 2 
What amount of c mfort, of education, of moral 
and spiritual ad’ antage is represented in the 
simple statistic that in this country. the. life-in- 
surance companies in 0.6 year paid seven mil 
lion dollars to the families of the bereft ; and in 
five years they paid three hundred iiilions of 
dollars to the families of the bereft; and are 
Promising to pay—and , hold. themselves © in 
readiness to pay—two thousand millions of dol- 
lars to the families of the bereft ! 

They have actually paid out more in dividends 
and death claims than they have ever received 
in premiums. I know of what I speak, The 
life insurance companies of this country paid 
more than seven m liions of do)lars of taxes to 
the Government in five years. So, instead of 
these companies being indebted to the land, the 
land is indebted to them, To cry out against 
life insurance because here and there a company 
has behaved badly is as absurd as it would be 
for ainan to burn down a thousand acres’ of 
harvest field in order to kill the moles and 
potato bugs—as preposte:ous as a man whio 
should blow up a crowded steamer in mid- 
Atlantic for the purpo!e of destroying the ‘bar 
nacles on the bottom of the hulk. 

But what does the Bible say in regard to this 
subject? If the Bible favors the institution, I 
will favor it: if the Bible denounce it, I will 
denounce it, In addition to the forecast of Jo - 
eph inthe text, I call to your attention Paul’s 
comparison, Here is one man who, througli 
neglect, fails to support his family while he 
lives, or after he dics, Here is another man 
who abhors the seriptures, and rejects God. 
Which of those men is the worse? Well, you say 
the latter. Paul saysthe former. Paul ssys 
that a man who neglects to cara for bia house 
hold is more obnoxivus thao & man who rej -cts 
the scriptures :—** He6 that provideth not tor his 
own, and especially those of his own household, 
is woreé than an infidel.” Life insurance com 
panies help most of us to provide for our famil-

Rich one day, poor 
the next, | but says some one:-—"'I am a man 
of small means, and I can’t afford to pay the 
premiam,” That is sometimes a Tawtal and 
A genuine excise, and there is no answer to it; 
but in nine cases out of ten when a man says 
that he smokes up in cigars, and drinks down 
in wine, ands expends in luxuries enough money 
to have paid the premium on a life insurance 
olicy which would haye kept the family, from 
gary when he is dead. A man ought to put 
himself down on the strictest economy until he 
can meet this Christion necessity, You have no 
right to the luxuries oflife until you have made 
such provision.

ear, and oftentimes I walked when 1 wou'd 
1ave been Véry’glad to have a cab ; but, gentle- 
men, [did that beoetée Lwanted to pay the 
prmium ons life insurance that would keep 
iny family comfortable if I should, die.” That 
T take to be the right expression of an honest, 
intelligent, Christian man, 

The atter ind fference of many people on this 
important'subject acovunts for much of the 
crime and pauperism of tbe day.

én broom and begging of you a penny as you go 
by? Who are theze lost souls gliding under the 
gas'ight, in thin shawls?”

But I must ask the men ergaged in life insur- 

avce business whether they fee! the importance 
of their trust, and charge them I must that they 
need Divine grace to help them in their work, 
In this day when there are so many rivalries in 
your line of business, you will be tempted to 
overatate the amount of assets and the extent of 
tlie eurplur, and you will be tempted to abuse 
the franchiee of the company, and niake up the 
deficits of ohe year by adding some of the re- 
¢ ipts of another year ; and you will be tempted 
to send out mear, anonymous circulars deroga- 
tory toother companies, forgetful of the fact 
that anonymous communication means only two 
thines ; -The cowardice of the author, and the 
inefficiency of the policein chy such a thing 
to be dated anywhere save inside of a pem- 
tentiary, Under the mighty pressure many 
have cone down, and you will follow them if 
you have too much confidence in yourself, and 
donot appeal to the Lord for positive help.

If 
New York canals were aided out of the 
Federal treasury, many other local works 
would putin a claim for assistance, and 
the State of New York would lose more 
than it would gain. 

But the Canal Union has on hand an ex- 
tensive achemo of improvement, the esti- 
mated cost of which is $5,000,000, and some 
contend that it will reach double that figurr. 
lt is proposed to double the locks, so as to 
lot} more than one boat | through at a time, 
It is claimed for the Erie canal that it regu- 
lates freights and prevents the railways hay- 
ing their own way. There is some truth in 
this; and asa regulator of freights the 
canal is valuable, 

What especially interests Canada/in the 
proceedings of the convention,is a proposal 
made for reciprocity with Canadian canals. 
This proposal asks that the Canadian canals 
be made free to Americans, on the pretence 
that Canadsan produce now passes free 
through the New York canal. A committee 
was appointed to confer with the Canadian 
authorities on the subject, and to make 
suggestions to the treaty-making authority 
at Washington. If Canadian produce is 
carried on the New York canals, it is 
carried in American bouts, and to the 
profit of American citizens. The demand 
that we should free our canals from 
tolls, soas to allow American bcats to car- 
ry American produce free through them, 
isa totally different proposition, There 
would be no reciprocity in this. We should 
still not have the right to take Canadian 
boats through the Erie Canal, and if it 
wore conceded it would be a dead letter to 
us; whereas the freedom of our canals 
would be of the greatest benefit to Ameri-

We should 
require to have the same use to navigate 
the Erie canal that Americans would have 
to navigate the canals of the Se. Lawrence. 
We have not made our canals free to our 
own people, and we are not likely to free 
them at the instance of foreigners, unless 
we getanequiyalent, As between ourgreat 
ship canals and the Erie ditch, there can be 
no basis for true reciprocity. The two ca- 
nal systems are utterly dissimilar. The 
American canal is purely artificial and of 
great length, consequently of very small 
dimensions ; ours are aids to a magnificent 
system of lake and river navigation ; a means 
of ascending and descending falls and rap- 
ids, of overcoming differences of level. Free 
access to the American canals has no attrac- 
tion to Canada; there is no money in it ; 
the attempt to utilize it would be to war 
against nature; to abandou a magnificent 
system of lake and river navigation for the 
hayigation of an artilicial caval of hundreds 
of miles long and baroly soyen fc et deep. 
If Americans want the free use of our ca- 
nals, on which we have expended very large 
sums of money, the equivalent would have 
to comein some othershape. The right to

rociprocity treaty of 1804, by our sub- 
sequent efforts to obtain aw ider treaty,and 
by our Customs Act of 1879, which last 
you will notico offered reciprocity to the 
United States without ‘* the sanction of 
England.” You may say tha» the products 
enumerated in clause 6 of the act«f 1879 
| are such articles as do not affect the old 
country. To this | would answer, it is not 
for us to decide, The Mother Country has 
a constitutional right to be consulted, to 
say for herself what articlos shall or shall 
not be the subject of Commercial Union 
with a foreign country. 
In the same speech Sir John, in an- 
swer to the remark of the Hon, Mr. Me 
Kenzie that in our efforts to negotiate a 
new reciprocity treaty we had gone *' not 
quite short of humiliation of the country,” 
said, ** Il say there was a great deal of 
*differonce of opinion in this country, 
** especially in Ontario, anda great many 
** of the people of Ontario said we had gone 
| ** too far and that we should not have gone 
“ao far.’ * .* * ** Well, sir, we got 

‘the opinion of the people of Canada that 
| ** while they desire to have reciprocity of 
| ** trade and while they desire the extension 
‘* of free trade and the freest interchange 
* socially, commercially and in every way 
** but politically, we ought to do no more, 
** We make no further effort because to do 
**more were tu humilate us, We would 
** listen respectfully to the American Govy- 
‘ernment. We would be ready at any 
** time to send our agents to negotiate the 
** terms of a new treaty through the British 
*t ambassador at Washington, but we would 
** bo di: posed to go no further.” 

Nw, [ challenge comparison of the fore- 
going quotation with my letters on this sub 
ject. 1 have claimed that our people re- 
quire ** the extension of free trade and that 
the freest intetchange socially, commercial- 
ly and in every way but politically,” between 
Canada and the United States ought to ex- 
ist, but that ** the Americans must take the 
initiative to change from reciprocity of 
tariffs,”’ that ‘it is very fit and proper that 
the Americans should first offer to throw 
down their Chinese wall,” and lastly that 
the treaty must be with the ** assent of the 
Imperial advisers of Her Most Gracious 
Majesty.” 

lt sppears that the more oue looks into 
the speeches of our great leader, the more 
evidence one finds there in supporting ‘‘re- 
ciprocity of trade," ** free trade’ or ** com- 
mercial union.” 

The speech under consideration contains 
another proof of this. Sir A. T, Galt had 
twitted the Government with favoring a 
retaliatory policy. Sir John said, ‘‘All we 
**can say is what the Finance Minister, Sir 
* Francis Hincks, said, No retaliatory pol- 
‘icy, buta Canadian policy. (Hear, hear.) 
‘* But retaliatory policies are not unknown 
**evenin England, and they have been jus- 
‘* tified by great political economists.” He 
then cited an instance of a retaliatory poli- 
cy against Holland, and continued : ** That 
** great retaliatory policy was found com- 
‘pletely successful, and the imposition of 
**20 per cent. was the means of inducing 
‘“Holland to adopt a reciprocity treaty 
** which exists to this present time.” 

Now if I do not weary you, turn to his 
National Policy resolution speech of March 
7th, 1878; ‘‘Lam confident,” ho saya, ‘that 
‘* one great object in having something like 
‘a rotaliatory policy will be that if you are 
“to have reciprocity in trade, you will only 
“get itin that way.” And he shewed that 
their roanufacturers made a ** sacrifice mar- 
ket” of this country because they had the 
“great backing’ of ‘'forty millions’ to 
supply.

Just at present, owing to the fact that one 
of the Canadian refineries has been burned, 
and that the others cannot fairly meet de- 
mands upon them, the price is a fraction 
of acont a pound higher hero than in the 
United States ; but generally rates are 
much the same, Under commercial union 
our Canadian refineries would probably be 
closed, and wo should bs forced to take 
sugar from New York at just about the 
prices now current, for of course the draw- 
back paid by the United States government 
on exported sugar would rot be paid on 
that sent into Canada, 

A wiseacre, who is as wiseas most com- 
mercial annexationists, undertakes to show 
how much each family in Canada lores by 
having a duty on sugar, assuming that Mr. 
Gillard said what he did not say. The cal. 
culation is thatthe people of Canadaconsume 
annually 175,000,000 pounds of refined 
sugar, which costs them 74 cents a pound. 
lf the sugar could be had at balf its present 
price, each family would save $15.33 an- 
nually. Thatis the calculation. It is as 
good as most commercial union calculations. 
It is profoundly wise, 1t is almost start- 
ling in the grandeur of ita proportions, It 
is worthy of its origin. 

There are about 5,000,0(0 people in 
Canada, or 1,000,000 families. Lf we con- 
sume 175,000,000 pounds of sugar, that will 
be at the rate of 175 pounds per annum to 
each family. If the price is 7% cents per 
pound, that would make the total cost of 
the sugar consumed by one family—175x74 
equals $13.42 cents ; but if the duty were 
removed each family would save $15.33 out 
of the $13.42 which the sugar now costa | 

O admirable calculation! A commercial 
union Daniel come to judgment! 

Under commercial union we shall have 
our sugar for nothing, and every family will 
have a present of $1,91 in hard cash !

ALTOGETHER DIFFERENT, 

There are, no doubt, some Canadians who 
are under the impression that customs union 
is only an extension of reciprocity, bub auch 
is not the case. Sir John and, we may say 
in justice to all, every member of the Canva- 
dian Parliament, approve of reciprocity in 
natural products, but the Conservative par- 
ty, the Government, and a very large num- 
ber of Reformers, are opposed to commer- 
cial union, 

The Halifax Herald thus clearly shows 
the distinotion : 

“That the late Hon Joseph Howe was 
squarely opposed to commercial union ad- 
mits of no doubt whatever. Commercial 
union as defined by its adyocates means 
that there shall be a customs tariff un‘on 
between the two countries, This question 
was raised by Mr. Huntington in the house 
of commons in 1870, It was heartily op 
posed by Mr, Mackenzie, then leader of 
the opposition, Mr. Howe also spoke at 
length in opposition to this commorcial 
union scheme, reviewing it in all its phases 
and summarily rejecting the entire proposi- 
tion. The resolutions were finally modi- 
fied so as to leave out the commercial union 
phase of the question altogether, and even 
then rejected on. division of 100 to 58. 
Mr. Howe voted with the majority. 

** Reciprocity isa question ofa different 
nature and scope altogether. Reciprocity 
in manufac ured goods, the United States 
have rejected wholly on the plea that, as 
the Canadian tariff is lower than the 
American, British goods would enter 
American markets vic Canada and under- 
sell the American home products. Reci” 
procity in natural products the Americans 
have likewise rejected on the plea that our 
natural products are not worth negotiating 
for, while ‘at the same time the Amorican 
producers protest against the admission of 
Canadian fish, lumber, coal, and bread- 
stuffs, free of duty, 

‘In fact,so opposed are the Americans to 
reciprocity of any kid whatever, that no 
later than February 25th, 1887, the tollowing 
resolution passed the senate and was refer- 
red to the finance committees 
division. 

“Resolved—that it is the judgmont of 
the eenate that under present circumstances 
no negotation should be undertaken with 
great Britain in regard to existing difficulties 
with her province of Canada which has for 
its object the reduction,change or abolition 
of any of of our existing duties on imports, 


“Those facts speak forthemselves. 'Those 
who favor a customs union with the United 
States only injure their own scheme by at- 
tempting to confuse the several questions 
under discussion.”

THE PREMIER'S VERDICT AS TO HIS OPINION 
OF COMMERCIAL UNION, 


The Premier has spoken to a reporter at 
St. Andrew's, N.B., on the subject of com 
mercial union, and in a sense to confirm to 
the fullest our contention as to his views. 
Here is what Sir John said, as reported in 
the St. John Globe: 


Congress will very effectually settle that 
matter when it is brought beforeit. Thoro 
has been no desire tanifested for such a 
measure, either in the United States Con- 
gress orin the British Parliament, and there 
is no reason for supposing that Amoricans 
are desirous for sucha union. It would 
mean that Canada would have to adopt the 
American tariff. This would not be agreod 
to, for two very important reasons: In tho 
firat place, Canadians would not wish to 
stand a higher tariff, and, secondly, differ 
ential duties can never be placed on import 
ations from Enagland. Neither country 
would cain, because they are naturally ad- 
apted for similar industries. It is not a 
measure to moet with popular favor in the 
United States, and neither party in Canada 
will take itup.

(Concluded from yesterday.) 

You have quoted most approvingly from 
the speech made by the Honorable Alex- 
ander Mackenzie, during the same debate 

(it is the fashion now to cite him ) 

Allow me to quote from that speech of 
his still further—aepeech which you say 
was ‘abounding in patriotic declarations,” 

If you adduce a witneas as a credible one 
to establish one point he is equally entitled 
to credit in other statements made by him 
atthe same time—he said of Sir John’s 
speech ‘that it was remarkable for its abil- 
ity and remarkable for ita disingenuity,” 
‘and further ‘there was a minute of coun- 
‘cil which | aaw when I was invited to join 
“the government which proposed a system 
“of reciprocal legulution.” * * * * * 

* * “What L wish to point out is that 
“the Hon, gentleman opposite refuses now 
“todo anything without going through, 
‘the British minister refuses to carry oub a 
“system of reciprocal treaty and yet, this 
“same Hon. gentlomanat that time was 
“willing to go beyond his powers in order 
*to accomplish by wilimited reciprocal leqis- 
“lation the object which a treaty would 
‘otherwise have obtained,’ 

Mr, McKenzie was followed by Dr. 
Tupper with a remarkable speech, but he 
did not deny Mr. McKenz'e’s statement. 
it was an argumont for a nativnal retaliatory 
policy to induce free trade. He said :—'"'I 
** would like to ask is there anything re- 
** taliatory in saying we are anxious forthe 
** freeat intercourse. We bolieve such in: 
** tercourse is not only calculated to pro- 
** mote ond further friendly feeling, but we 
‘tare able to show by 10 years exporienco, 
“thatit has done the largest pvssible 
‘“tamountof good. * * * Thehon. mem- 
** ber for Shefford tells us there is a great 
**number of people in the United States 
‘* wh are agitating the country for free 
‘trade, Does the hon. gentleman know 
**the most powerful argument on which 
‘the froe traders of the United States 
‘rely is that Canada will necessarily shut 
‘*the American fishermen out of our waters 
‘*and impose the same duties on their pro- 
**ducts as they impose upon ours! Js it 
** politic then on our part to deprive the free 
‘* trade party of the United States of the 
** most powerjul arqument they care use 2" 

And he then quotes with approbation 
this passage from the Globe, ‘** The Ameri- 
** cans caunot expect to both eat iheir cake 
** and have it,and it would be extravagant- 
“ly absurd for them to object toa plan of 
‘international intercourse which they 
** havo themaelves inaugurated'and declar- 
“*ed to be the very best possible,’ and 
again he says, ‘* J have no hesitation in say- 
‘ing that under the effects of a policy such as 
‘* this that would restore greater prosperity 
‘** in this country than we had under re- 
‘‘ciprocity, we shall not need to go to 
** other countries, nor to the United States 
‘* fora renewal of recriprocity or improyed 
‘trade relations, because they will be com 
“ing and seeking it at our hands,” 

Referring to the then alleged dissatis- 
faction in Nova Scotia he said, ** I say if it 
‘be true then there is no Janguage that 
**could be held on the floor of his house 
**more calculated to prevent free recipro- 
** cal trade, and retard the best interest of 
** the country.” 

Further on he deals with breaking our 
treaties and asserts ‘that there is now no 
difficulty with the mother country” that the 
policy has been already conceded, **but that 
under our present system we have the ad- 
vantage of the combined weight of the Im- 
perial Government along with the Do- 
minion.” 

In order rightly to understand the debate 
in which the speeches quoted were deliver- 
ed, it will be profitable to consider the 
circumstances, The Government had re- 
cently been negotiating with the Americans 
for improved trade relations and had failed. 

The full details of those negotiations are 
not known by tho publio, but there is a 
strong ground for asserting that there was 
& propoeition that the manufactures of both 
countries should be reciprocally free. Mr. 
Huntington assarted that there was a 
memorandum entered into between the 
contracting partiesin regard to the pre- 
liminary negotiations. The Government 
was several times asked if this was so, and 
to produce the memorandum, The only 
answer Was an equivocal one by Sir Fran- 
is Hincks, who said ** that the gentleman 
(Mr. Huntington) had been totally misin- 
formed as to the scope of the memorandum 
presented by Mr, Rose”; and Sir John 
said, on the question being pressed, ** that 
** the Hon. Finance Minister had informed 
the House that communications were 
‘ altogether of an unofficial and confiden- 

tial character,and this had been said 

last week, and the hon. gentleman, in 

reiterating his statement, was discourte- 

ous, though he had disowned such an 

intention, The Hon. Minister of Finance 
* would be guilty of a breach of honor and 

deroliction of duty as Minister,as states- 

man and as man if he revealedconfidential 
* communicatians unless he had the con- 
** sent of those who were parties to it.” 

‘All communications that passed be- 
tween Messrs. Thornton, Rose and Fish 
woro of strictly confidential charactor, not 
because it was so desired by the Govern- 
ment of this country.’’ 

The Hon, Mr. Dorion commenced his 
speech by expressing the hope that the 
resolutions and remarks of the mover might 
have the eflect of obtaining from the Gov 
ernment ** full information as to what had 
alroady been done.” ** But he was greatly 
disappointed after listoning attentively to 
the speoch of Sir Francis Hicks to find that 
no indication of the past policy was given 
and that wecould not obtain a atatomont of 
what wore the preliminary propositions 
which were made by the Government here 
to that of the United States,”’ and during 
his speech it was pointed out that Sir 
Francis Hicks had not denied that Mr. 
Huntington had correc tly stated the con 
tenta of the memorandum. 

He also said ‘1 have no doubt that if it 
“were necessary in order to obtain recipro 
“city to impose discriminating duties on 
“some articles of British manufacture Eng 
“land would at once consent toit. If am 
“contrmed in this view by an article in 
“the London J'imes of lost Soptomber.” 

“The following is a passago in tho article 
to which T have alluded:—‘‘A single cir- 
“ocumstance may shew to what extent the 
‘freedom of action of our Colonies may 
“go.

Remember Mr, 
Editor, that these are days of rapid com- 
munication. Mr. Daw, suppose, sees in 
the papers that services are to be held in 
St. George's. Ho isalarmed, but what can he 
do! Hehas not been placed over it avd 
has at present nothing to do with it. He 
can go to his brother divines, the lights set 
on either line. Three reverend heads are 
soon in contact and a message is framed to 
the higher authorities in the church that 
‘* Bad work is going on in St. George's ; 
Mr. Geen preaching, &, Tut Mr, Daw 
in charge and stop this business,” The 
answer arrives; ‘St, George's is in Mr, 
Daw's charge; stop seryices,” or to that 
effect. Three persons jubilant; three 
scowls towards the up-town drug store,and 
the now elated and fortified rector of Christ 
Church and St. George's hastens to the 
said store, ‘* Mr, Geen, lam in charge 
of St. George's, did you not know it? How 
dare you hold services in it without my 
authority! They mustnot go on,” Did 
the rev. gentleman say, ‘‘ When I was 
placed in charge of Christ Church 1 was 
at the same time put in charge of St, 
George's”? 1 venture to say he did not ; 
but he should have said when and at what 
time he was thus putin charge, which was 
the moment, and after Mr. Geen had his 
commission from his Archdeacon, and after 
all arrangements for holding services had 
been made, It looks very much as if Mr, 
Daw got control of St. George’s merely for 
the purpose of choking off Mr. Geen and 
his good work, for what reason I cannot 
tell. These are merely my ideas, but [ 
think they are pretty nearly correct.

Hor Majosty the Quoen having on two 
oooasions during the past YOar sont uiessages 
to the Victoria I[istitute sigaifying her 
plousure in accepting the volumes of its 
Journal, and the fact that its annual ad 
dress was to be delivered by ils recently 
olucted President, Professor G, G. Stokes, 
tho President of the Royal Soc loty, causod 
special interest to attach to ite annual gath- 
ering at 7, Adelphi Terrace, London, at the 
ond of July. A large company, therofore, 
assombled, Cyptain yancis Petrie, the 
honorary secretary, read the report, show- 
ing that the numbers of home, colonial and 
American membérs and associates now 
reached twelvehundred. LordGrimthorpe; 
Sir William Dawson, K.C,M.G., k.RS.; 
Sir W. Warington Smyth, F.R.S.; Sir Mu 
nier Williams, F.R.S.; Sir Joseph Fayrer, 
K S.1., F.R.S.; Sir J. Risdon Bennett, F. 
R.S.; Professors Max Muller, F\R.S., Mas- 
pero, F.R.S.; Hull, F.RS. (Director-Gen- 
eral of the Geological Survey of Lreland), 
McKenny Hughes, and Cowell, of Cam 
bridge ; Tristram, Leitner, Khys Davids, 
and numerous others, had contributed to 
the papers read during the session in fur- 
therance of the Institute's work of investi 
gating all philosophical and acientific ques- 
tions, including those bearing upon the 
truth of Revelation, and its journal had 
now been made more valuable than ever. 

Sir Henry Barkly, K,C.B., F. R.S., 
moyed, and Sir J. Risdon Bennett, F. 
R.8., seconded the report; after which 
the President delivered his Address, Ho 
said that he proposed to addressa few 
words to them bearing upon the object of 
the Institute,and upon the spirit in which, 
he conceived, that object was to be carried 
out, The highest aim of physical science 
was, as far as might be possible, to refer 
observed phenomena to their approximate 
causes, Ho by no means said that this was 


the immediate, or even necessarily the ul- 


timate, object of every physical investiga- 
tion. Sometimes their object was to in- 
vestigate facts, or to -ordinate known 
facts and endeavor to discover empirical 
laws. These were useful as far as thoy 
went, and might ultimately lead to the for- 
mation of theories which, in the end, 
should stand the test of what he might call 
cross-examination by nature that we be- 
came impressed with the conviction of their 
truth. Sometimes their cbject was the de- 
termination of numerical constants, with a 
view, it might be, to the practical applica- 
tion of science to the wants of life. In 
scientifical investigation they endeavored 
to ascend from observed phenomena to 
their approximate causes. ut when they 
had arrived at these, the question present- 
ed itsolf, Could’ we, ina similiar manner, 
regard these causes, in turn, as themselves 
the consequences of some cause stretching 
still further back in the chain of causation 
till a time well on in the past? We could 
only take the olasticity of gases as a fact, 
and deduct the consequences which flowed 
from it. Respecting the attraction of gra- 
vitation, we had notat present madea 
similaradvance, Speculations, indced,had 
not been wanting on the part of these so 
fitted into the known phenomena of nature 
as to carry with ita conviction of ita 
truth, Yet there was one indication that 
though we could not at present explain the 
cause of gravitation, yet it might be ex- 
plicable by what we called second causes, 
and their were some prospects of scientific 
men being able some day to explain it as 
the result of some still higher law. Such 
was the nature of our progress in scientific 
investigation. We collected facts ; we en- 
deavored to co-ordinate them, and ascer- 
tain the laws which bound them togethor ; 
we ondeavored to refer these laws to their 
proximate causes, and to proceed step by 
step upward in the chain of causation, 
Presently we arrived at a stage at which 
even after long trial we did not see our 
way to going further. Yet we were not 
able to demonstrate that further progress 
in the same direction—that was, along the 
chain of secondary causation—was impos- 
sible, Science conducted us to a void 
which she could no furtherfill. It was on 
other grounds that we were led to believe 
in a being who was the Author of Nature, 
The subject niatter of scientific study was 
not at least directly theistic, and there had 
been a few instances of eminent scientists 
who not merely rejected Christianity, but 
apparently did not as yet did not believe 
in the being of aGod. The religious man, 
on the other hand, who knew little or no- 
thing of scionce, was in the habit of con- 
templating the order of nature, not merely 
as the work of God, but in very great mea 
sure as His direct work. But when we got 
beyond the region of what was familiarly 
known, still more when we got outside the 
limits of well-ascortained scientific conclu- 
sions, and entered a region ata still debat- 
able ground, when men of science were at- 
tempting to push forward,and were framing 
hypotheses witha view of the ultimate es- 
tablishment of a theory in case mosthypoth- 
esus should stand the test of thorough 
examination, a mansuch as he had sup- 
posed might feel as if the scientists, who 
wore attempting to explore it, were tread- 
ing on holy ground ; and he might mentally 
charge them with irreverence, perhaps he 
might openly speak of them in a monner 
which implied that he attributed to thom 
an intention of imposing revealed religion, 
The primary object of the establishment of 
tho Institute was to examine questions as 
to which there was a primafacie appear- 
ance of conflict between the conclusions of 
science and the teachings of religion, 
Scientific investigation was ominently 
truthful. The investigator might be 
wrong, but it did not follow that he was 
other than truth-loving, If on some sub- 
jects which wo deomed of tho highest im- 
portance he did not agree with us, let us, 
remembering our own imperfections both 
our understanding and of practice, boar in 
mind that caution of the apostle, ** Who 
art thou that judgost anothor man’s sorvant | 
To his own master he standoth or falleth,”’ 
The following remarks may be quoted 
also here;—Tho Institute fully recognized 
that between Science, rightly undoratood, 
aud Revelation, rightly understood, there 
was no opposition; if an apparent discrep 
| ancy should arise, we had noright, on 
principle, to exclude either ia favor of the 
| other; for however firmly convinced we 
might be of the truth wo 
must admit our ligbility bo err as to tho ox- 
tont orintorprotation of what ig revealed;

WHO IS QUILTY OF ASSUMPTION?

In the course of a lengthy reply to a cor- 
rebpondent who had written it an able let- 
ter ino] position to commercial annexation, 
the Woodstock Sentinel-Review says : 

To say that under Unrestricted Recipro 
city we would lose seven millions of revenue 
and require to resort to direct taxation, is 
a gratuitous assumption, but not argument. 

e would be simply making a treaty for 
free trade with the United States. In such 
a treaty Canada would stipulate for an am 
.ple revenue, and take guarantees for the 
uture. Surely the supporters of the anti- 
continental policy do not need to invent 
details in order to tind fault with them. 
Such a course is evidence of a weak cause. 

_ The commercial annexationists are very 
glib in their talk of ‘gratuitous assump- 
tion,” although it is they, and not the op- 
ponents of their *‘ gratuitous” project who 
appeal to the imagination and coolly ignore 
facts. 

In this case it is the Woodstock editor, 
not his correspondent, who has resorted to 
“gratuitous assumption.” [tis a proven 
fact that, by pooling our customs revenue 
with that of the United States, even at their 
Ta impost, Canada’sshare of the joint 

venue would be several millions short of 
ithe amount which we nowraise. Further, 
‘it isnot assumption to say that, with a 
duty averaging 45.80 per ceat. against the 
world, that revenue would be further de- 
; creased toa considerable extent by the 
i parchase of many articles.in the United 
States which are now procured in Europe, 
as the price lists prove it. It is, however, 
an asssumption to say that ‘‘in such a 
treaty Canada would stipulate for an 
ample revenue and take guarantees for the 
future.” This is more baseless assumption, 
without an element of probability, Lt would 
be at least as safo—in our opinion much 
safer—to assume that the United States, 
which has proven itself one of the most 
geltish and graspipg of nations, would not 


eonsent to her commercial partner receiy- 
ing any more than her proportion of the 
revenue according to population. 

The safest assumption of all, however, is 
that the congress of the United States will 
treat the Wiman-Butterworth project with 
contempt. Evidence to that offect is at 
hand in the ignoring of Mr, Butterworth’s 
bill last year and in the resolutions of the 
United States Senate previously quoted In 
these columns.

THE VOYAGE OUT, 

New York, August 16.—The ‘Thistle " 
was met about 45 miles outside by a pilot 
boat, Capt. Barr reports a pleasant pas- 
sage, except three days of rough weather, 
and three without a puff of wind. The rest 
of the time they had a light breeze, Sev- 
eral vessels were spoken, but they evident” 
ly did not make out her number. The 
steamer ‘‘Clyde" was the only one which 
answered her signals. The ‘Thistle’ is 
certainly a pretty model, andher model 
does not belie her claims to speed. She is 
clean cut forward and carries an overhang- 
ing stem. She is strongly but lightly 
built, and has a wonderful amount of cabin 
room. Below decks she is comfortably» 
but plainly finished and is marked by the 
absence of decorative art, Allher beauty 
is visiblo frum the waterline. It will take 
about two weeks to clean her up, set up her 
topmast and bend on her rigging. She 
came over under a small mainsail, topsail, 
staysail and jib. For two days of the trip 
she carried two reefs in her mainsail, The 
rest of the trip she shook out everything. 
The trip took 21 days. The officers and 
crew, 21 men in all, area fine looking Jot 
of men, Capt. Barr is a heavy set Scotch- 
man, heavily bearded, and bronzed by ex- 
posure to the weather.

the Kuglish retailers get stocked for the fall, 
it would leavo the business in a precarious 
oondition, The markot would then have to 
depond on exporters, who would buy chic fly 
to store away for their winter trade. Thoy 
would naturally want Lo got stock as cheaply 
as possible, and it would not be at all sur- 
prising if they should ‘attempt to force 
prices down somowhat, 

Chere are however, some sbrong support- 
ing points this season. The make of Wis 
consin and of northorh [inoia,the heaviest 
producing points in the woat, will be almost 
nothing for the summer and fallon accouht 
of the fearful drought that has ravaged the 
country, Canada also has experienced more 
or leas of a drought, and many persons eati- 
mate that her production of cheese will fall 
short about 25 per cent. We believe this to 
be excessive,as we are informed that there 
was never s0 much inillfeed given to the 
cows as thero is this season. High prices for 
cheese induce tho dairymen to do what they 
can to stimulatethe tlow of milk. This 
helps to check the shrinkage, and will un- 
duubtedly reduce it below the estimate we 
have given, ‘Then in New York state our 
production is fully up to the average, pos- 
sibly a little above it, with a prospect that 
it will continue in this ratio through the 
season. Taking the whole cheese producing 
area of the United States and Canada toge- 
ther, there is every probability that it will 
pone as much cheese as it did last year. 

t will hardly be an average year, but it will 
probably supply all the wants of ‘he cheese 
eating public both in America and England, 
Following is our usual table of quotations ;

Facts About Lightning, ~ 


Every one is familiar with the fact that 
lightning does not spring direct from cloud 
to loud, to the earth, but pursues a zig zag 
course, This is due tothe fact that the 
air is not equally humid throughout. 
Electricity always takes the path which of- 
fers loast resistance to its passage. Damp 
air is a better conducting medium than dry 
air; consequently, the lightning selects 
the dampest route, avoiding the drier 
strata and zones it encounters, and ad- 
varices, now directly, now obliquely, until 
it reacheés the opposite cloud, where it sub- 
sides into anumber of forks. Owing to 
the resistance it encounters in its path, in- 
tense heat is generated, which causes the 
air to expand. Immediately after the flash, 
the air again contracts with great violence 
and aloud report, which-is echoed and re- 
echoed among the clouds. The report 
reaching theearof the listener from varying 
distances, is drawn up into a series, and, 
being still further prolonged by the echoes, 
the roll of thunder is produced. 

It isa curious fact that, although the 
sound of thunder is exceeding loud when 
heard near at hand, the area over which it 
is audible is comparatively circumscribed, 
The noise of a cannonade will be heard, 
under favorable conditions, at a distance of 
nearly a hundred miles, while the sound of 
thunder does ot travel over fifteen miles. 
The.occurrence of the thunder and the 
lightning; is, of course, simultaneous ; but 
As light travels faster than sound—its, pas- 
sage is practically instantaneous—the flash 
may be seen several seconds before the 
thunder is heard. The distance of thunder 
may thus be approximately estimated, an 
interval of five seconds between the flash 
and the thunder-clap being allowed to the 
milo, 

Sheet-lightning has the appearance of a 
sheet of flame momentarily illuminating 
part of the sky or cloud surface. It is, in 
reality, but the reflection of lightning 
flashing beyond the horizon or behind the 
élouds, at too great a distance for the thun- 
der to be audible. 

But the most remarkable of all the mani- 
festations of electricity is gobular lightning, 
in appearance like a ball of fire moving 
leisurely along, and remaining  yisible, it 
may be, several minutes, 
facts are related of its vagaries. One of the 
most interesting and circumstantial is that 
given by Mr. Fitzgerald, County Donegal, 
Ireland, who saw a globo of fire slowly de- 
scend from the Gleridowan Mountains to the 
valley below. Where’ it first touched the 
ground, it excavated a hole about twenty 
foot square, ‘as if.it had boen cut witha 
huge knife,”’ 

This was scarcely the work of a minute. 
For a distance of twenty perches it plough- 
ed a trench about four feet deep, and,mov- 
ing along the bank of a stream, it made a 
furrow afootin depth. Finally it tore 
away part of the bank five perches m length 
and five feet devp, and ** hurling the im- 
mense mass into the bed of the stream, it 
Hew into the opposite peaty bank,’’ The 
globe was visible twenty minutes, and tra- 
versed a distance of a mile, showing that 
its progress was, for lightnivg, very slow

Mr. Buvk repudiated the whole 
affair. He said that about two weeks ago a 
reporter of the Detroit paper alluded to 
called on him in his office, He (the report- 
er) asked him his views on commercial 
union, when Mr. Buck replied by saying 
that he considered the question such a 
chimerical one that he never gave it a 
serious consideration, ‘Ihe interview did 
not last two minutes, and the whole article 
was manufactured. ~ 

To the World Mr. Buck. said; ‘' I am 
op to commercial union because, so 
far as I am able to judge, the inevitable re- 
sult of such a change in olr trade relations 
with the United States will be annexation. 
Many Canadians, who are reported to be 
favorable to commercial union at the pre- 
sent time, will oppose itto the death, 
whenever they realize,as I do, that it 
must befollowed by the. breaking up of 
British connection. Asto myself, it is 
doubtful, if I could successfally compete 
agaitist Américan wares in my own line 
under commercial union. 1 can truly 
say that Brantford would not be the 
manufacturing place it isto-day if the 
Americans were permitted to deluge this 
country with goods at slaughtered prices. 
Its condition as au inland city is not favor- 
able to the overcoming of such a keen riy- 
alry as its manufactures would be subject- 
ed to by American capitalists. Tell the 
readers of the World that I am opposed to 
commercial union, and that 1 will fight an- 
nexation to the death.” 

1f the words put into the mouths of other 
Brantford citizens said to be interviewed 
are not any more reliabe than those which 
were credived to Mr. Buck, commercial un- 
ionists;»both in this country and in the 
United States must be hard up for facts. 

It is also noticed that Dr. Kelly, Public 
School Inspector of Brant, is made by the 
same reporter to be a friend of commercial 
union. The Doctor having also beon seen 
by the World yesterday, said: ‘I do not 
caro a fig for commercial union.” The thing 
is ridiculous.” 

Similarly, Mr. John White, ex-M.P., was 
represented by the Ottawa Free Press as 
being in fayor of commercial union, whereas 
Mr. Whito has stated to us that the Ottawa 
paper misrepresented him. Mr. White is 
opposed to surrendoring the control of our 
tariff, but he would favor tho abolition of 
customs tariff between Canada and tho 
States, cach country retaining control of 
its own tariff—provided an offer to that ef- 
fect were made by our neighbors.

Berliv, and whether in the event of their 
taking no part, active or passive, in the 
Bulgarian muddle, they will acquiesce in 
Russia’s maintaining her righta under the 
same treaty. All the acts of the new Prince 
of Bulgaria thus far have been performed 
with a view of revering the rule of Prince 
Alexander, and emphasizing the outrage of 
his expulsion, and the policy of Prince 
Ferdinand in thus acting was evidently con- 
ceived with the idea of securing for himself 
the adherence of the people vf Bulgaria, who 
loved Alexander, and of obtaining the sup- 
port of England. If the preference of (Jueen 
Victoria prevail, England will surely sup- 
port Prince Ferdinand. As yet, it is not 
known that the Porte has made ary reply 
to the protest cf Russia, prosented by the 
Ruasian charge d'affaires, but it is likely

THREE PERSONS KILLED AND SIXTEEN SERI- 


OUSLY INJUBKED AT WASHINGTON, 


Wasuineton, Aug. 17.—The St. Louis, 
Chicayo and Cincinnati Express train, on 
the Baltimore & Ohio road, due here at 


6.20 a. m, to-day, ran upop what is known 
asthe ‘‘Y,” near the depot, at the rate of 


forty miles an hour, A general wreck en- 
sued, andall the cars except the sleeper 
were badly smashed.

‘Thoy have made their money ra 
ther by combinations aud consolidation of 
railroad proporties than by 
Mr, Gould ia not more 
speculator than many others, but by the 
consolidation of propertios purchased cheap 
and by the watering of stock and the is- 
suiny of bonds he has*made a vast fortune, 
Yot he has lost much at Limes when he has 
attompted to force the market, The aame 
is true of Russell Sage, anothor of the Wall 
street survivors. [16 has lost many a mil 
lion of dollars by speculation while making 
many millions more. People who saw bim 
perspire in the May panic of 1884 will ro- 
member how very nearhe came to going 
uudor oa that memorable occasion, As for 
Oyrus W. Vioid, who has beon somewhat of 
a power, common report has it that he was so 
nearly snowed under thatthers was no eujoy 
meat in it for him,and itis plain that hisdays 
of financial power are over. Lt has been a 
very close call for him, It seems to be ac 
knowledged that there is not, and has not 
beeu, a king of Wall Street who has not at 
some time in his speculative carcer been on 
the verge of ruin ; and from this the deduc- 
tion is easy that all Wall Strect operations 
are attended with exceedingly great risk, 
and, asa rule, with disaster and ruin to 
the men who participate in them. Small 
fry and men of limited financial genius 
are sure to go under if they stick to it long 
enough. 

Wall street life is demoralizing. It untite 
men for legitimate work and for business 
requiring energy and hard work. The street 
is surrounded with temptations to gamble 
in other petty ways,and especially to drink. 
The Wall street gin mills are numerous and 
gaudy and seductive, A hit of a few hun- 
dred dollars in a man’s fayor tempts him to 
take a drink of jubilation, while a loss de- 
mands the cup of consolation, Money 
is made and lost on so bigia scale that 
young men especially are fascinated 
by the rapidity of the pact and the mag- 
nitude of the business, There is tempta- 
tion in prodigalityin cabs and in din- 
nersand Junches, whichis freely grati- 
tied. A young man who has spent a 
year in Wall Street brokers’ offices and 
who makes $300 to-day and lose $400 to- 
morrow, and makes $200 the next, isn't 
going to consider the value of a $10 or $20 
bank note when his own pleasure or com- 
fort is under consideration, When at the 
end of the year he fiads himself with hard- 
ly $100 to his name, he is entirely and 
absolutely unfitted for “work, and he is 
more inclined to put $10 in a bucket-shop 
with the hopo of making $20, than to 
work on aclerk’s wages. He has become 
interested in petroleum, and grain, and 
horse races, and lottery tickets,and match- 
ing half-dollars, and draw-poker, and work 
is very tiresome, He, in short, is good 
for nothing, The down-town saloons are 
full of these Wall stroet wrecks.

The Moon's Mountains, 

Of course, the first thing the observer 
will wish to see will be the mountains 
of the moon, for everybody has hoard 
of them, aud the most sluggish imagination 
is stirred by the thought that one can look 
off into the sky and behold ‘the eternal 
hills” of another planet as solid and sub- 
stantial as our own. But the chances are 
that, if left to your own guidance, ninety- 
nine persons out of a hundred would choose 
exactly the wrong time to see these moun- 
tains. At any rate thatis my experience 
with people who have como to look at the 
moon through my telescope. Unless warn- 
ed beforehand they invariably wait until 
full moon, when the flood of sunshine 
poured perpondiculary upon the face of our 
satollite conceals its rugged features as of- 
foctually asif a veil had been drawn over 
them. Begin your observations with tho 
appoarance of the narrowest crosent of the 
new moon, and follow it ar it gradually fills, 
and then you will see how beautiful the 
advancing line of lunar sunrise reveals tho 
mountains, over whose slopes and peaks it 
is climbing, by its ragged and sinuous out- 
line. The observer must koop in mind the 
fact that he is looking straight down upon 
the tops of the lunar mountains. It is 
like a view from a balloon, only at a vastly 
greater height than a balloon has ever at- 
tained, Evon with a powerful telescope 
the observer sees the moon at an apparent 
distance of several hundred miles, while 
with a field glass, magnifying six diametora, 
the moon appears as if forty thousand iniles 
off. Tho apparent distance with Galileo's 
toloscope was cight thousand miles, Re- 
collect how when seon from a groat hoight 
the rugosities of the earth's surfaco fatton 
out and disappear, and then try and ima- 
gine how the highest mountains on earth 
would look if you were suspended forty 
thousand milos above thom, and you will 
porhaps rathor wonder at the fact that tho 
moon's mountains can be seen at all.

Another series of tables gives the ex- 
ponditurs by works, viz.; Railways and 
canals, $130,178,171 for construction, and 
$38,943,360 for maintenance and repairs ; 
public buildings, $11,148,549 for construc- 
tion, and $4,335,553 for maintenance and 
repairs ; harbors and rivers, $8,500,373 for 
construction, and $16,650 for maintenance 
and repairs, These tables will prove useful 
for reforence, and their being published in 
pamphlet form will render them more con- 
venient than if they were bound up with 
the report.

THE WHITE KIV RK UTES GIVING MORE TROUBLE 
IN COLOMADO, 


Denver, Col., August 18,.—-Sheriff 
Kendall came into Meeker Tuesday night 
bringing with him four of Colorow’s men 
forthe purpose of holding a pow-wow. 
The Indians ask that 15 days be granted 
them on which to reach tho reservation in 
Utah, and this being granted the Indians 
asked an escort through the settlement on 
their return to Colorow. Two men were 
sent them, one beinga Mormon interpreter. 
When outside the town the Indians turned 
upon the escort with knives and severely 
wounded them. The whites were also fired 
upon by a party of Utes in ambush but 
neither one was hurt. Sheriff Kendall has 
telegraphed Governor Adams that no time 
shall be lost pushing troops to the front as 
rapidly as possible, as he anticipated an at- 
tack upon Meeker and all unprotected set- 
tlementsiand ranches as soon as Colorow’s 
three bands are united.

THE CORONER'S JURY FINDS THE SECTION 
BOSS ACCOUNTABLE, 


CuHarsworrth, Ills., August 18.—The cor- 
oner's jury in the railroad disaster after a 
deliberation of three hours returned a yer- 
dict that Section Boss Goughlin was guilty 
of groas criminal negligénce in leaving fires 
burning across the track. It was recom- 
mended that he be held to go before the 
graud jury. The company are censured for 
not having the track patrolled all the even- 
ing. Coughlin will be arrested. 

Elliott Waters, of the Peoria Watch com- 
pany, injured in the recent accident, died 
this morning ; he had a hole in his thigh as 
big as a man’s wrist together with internal 
injuries, but he bore up so bravely that the 
physicians dubbed him the ‘thero.” He did 
well until last evening, when blood poison- 
ing and a failure of heart intervened and he 
sank slowly.

“Do you thing that commercial union

NEW PARTIES FORMING, 


The much mixed condition of opinion 
here illustrates how commercial union is 
breaking up old parties and building up new 
ones. Belleville is a busy city of over 10,- 
000 inhabitants, the county seat of Hastings 
courty, and its principal city. 1t has seve- 
ral stiong manufacturing industries, a good 
farming country about it and some gold and 
iron n ines back of it. It is said that 50,000 
tons of iron ore is lying on top of the ground 
already mined, for want of the American 
market. Here leading conservatives are 
joining their former political foes in the de 
mand for union, while on the other hand 
leading liberals are with the conservatives 
in an anti union cry, It would seem, how- 
ever, that the defections from the cunsery- 
ative ranks are founded on principle, while 
those from the liberal ranks are solely from 
self-interest. Jjeading conservatives haye 
come out for union because they believe it 
the proper course for Canada; leading lib- 
erals come out against it because they say 
it will hurt their branches of business. “ This 
seems apparent from the following inter- 
views, gathered atrandom from both partivs: 

AN ONANGE DEFECTION, 


The orange fraternity is of very consid- 
erable strength hereabouts. By a sort of 
coincidence it seoms that many of the lead- 
ing Orangemen, and conservatives as well, 
have come out openly for commercial union. 
Theso are Geo, D. Dickson, county master 
of the order; Ald. J, W. Johnson, an or- 
angeman and a brother of the grand master 
of eastern Ontario; John White, ex-M.P., 
champion of the celebrated ‘'orange bill’ 
in parliament; Wm.

He, too, is an 
ardent annexationist, and believes that it 
would result in booming real estate values 
immensely. 

It is useless to make a general conclusion 
from such diverging views. One thing is 
certain, Union has turned the old partios 
topsy turvy.. The union ranks contain the 
farmers almost in a body, leading conserva- 
tives and orangemen, and all but a few 
manufacturing liberals.

Seen in New York Wators, 

In one sense of the word the Thistle is 
not a disappointment, says the New York 
Herald, She is just as queer a looking 
craft as descriptions of her indicated, She 
certainly has no counterpart in this coun- 
try, and none of the yachts which have 
come here from British waters bear any 
resemblance to her. Such a combination 
of clipper bow, long overhanging stern, 
wide beam and deep draught has never be- 
fore been attempted in racing vessels. She 
may aptly be termed Watsonian and sti 
generis. Her proportions, withal, are 
graceful and well blended, and although, 
of courae,she does not appear as formidable 
as she will when her immense boom and 
topmast are shipped, she nevertheless looks 
every inch aracer, Her lower mast isa 
magnificent stick of Oregor. pine, and from 
its great size a good idea of the proportions 
of the other spars may be obtained. From 
any standpoint she looks to be a powerful 
boat without any appearance of bulkiness. 
One of the ist noticeable departures from 
the English plank-on-end model is the 
roundness of her sides and the flare up from 
the Joad waterline to the rail. 

She is painted black above the water line 
witha narrow gold band at the deck line, 
and her bottom is copper-color.. Her stem 
is topped with a large, well-carved thistle, 

icked out in gold, and her trail-boards 

ear the Scottish arms and the motto Ne- 
mo me impune lacesgit. The hull is con- 
structed of Siemens-Martin mild steel of 
the best quality, the lower plates being 
three quarters of an inch thick and the up- 
per five-sixteenths. The frames are tied 
by steel diagonals, stringers, keelsons and 
floorings, forming a net work of the secur- 
est descrip'ion. Collision bulkheads for- 
ward give protection in case of collision.

They 
ace finished throughout with hard wood, 
but the only attempt at decoration is in the 
saloon, where the pancls are draped with 
yari-colored chintz of a pattern whicha few 
years ago would be called Dolly Varden.

Manual Traintog, 


WALKER ON THE 
METMODS, 


GENEUAL Fy A. NEEDS AND 


At Chicago, before the teachers’ conven- 
tion, General F, A. Walter, pf the Massa 
chusetts school of technology, spoke of the 
place manual training should occupy inthe 
urban communities and in Jarge towns. As 
we pass from rural districts and small vil- 
leges to considerable towns and to large 
| cities, said be, the deed of manual training 
for our youth rmcredsés rapidly, while the 
ditticulties of instivm.og and maintaining 
instruction in any one of the mechanic arts 
even more rapidly diminish, In tha coun- 
try the children of cither sex find abundant 
| opportunities, both in their work and in 
their play, for acquiring the knowledge of 
mechanical operations and some skill iu the 
uso of tools, while all the conditions and 
surroundings of theirlife tend to develop 
tho perceptive powers, to create a habit 
of observation and to give exercise to 
the executive faculty. No part of this 
is a3 woll done as it would be under sys- 
tematic instruction ond direction; but 
what is gained in this way is far better 
than nothing. In the city opportunities of 
this character are almost wholly wanting, 
and the time that should be given to de- 
veloping this side of the child's nature is 
either wasted in idleness and mischief or is 
devoted to an excess of grammatical, rhe- 
torical and dialetical practice, or to cram- 
ming the mind with facts, names and dates 
beyond the power of mental digestion. On 
the other hand, the difficulties of provid. 
ing proper instruction in the mechanic arts 
in small schools, widely scattered, support- 
ed by comparatively poor communities, al- 
most wholly disappearin largo and well- 
graded schools, in compact communities 
enjoying the wealth aud the paying power 
which is generated by commerce and man- 
ufactures, Itir, hore, only a question 
whether this kind of instruction is really 
needed. If that be adwitted, there will 
not long be a question of the means of 
mairmaining it, And in the larger towns 
and cities it will be found«that the 
cost of maintaining the very best in- 
struction of this! character § will. not 
be greatly .in, excess. of the cust of 
supporting the simplest form of manual 
training in smaller communities, inasmuch 
as the initial charge tor the more expensive 
plant will be divided, with a proper or- 
ganization of tho service, among a large 
number of scholars, The main question 
will here be as to obtaining the time re- 
quisite for thorough aud extended practice 
on this stde for the public schools. It is 
believed that the time gequired can be ob- 
tained by the proper myision of the. tradi- 
tional course.

and elementary mechanics’ through such 

ractice. The paper then proceeds to dis- 
cuss the nature and order of such studies 
and exercises in the mechanic arts, appro- 
priate to the larger towns and cities. In 
smaller towns, such a scheme must neces- 
sarily be modified, both as to scope and to 
details, to suit the financial means of such

Of course, in such a case the 
fur garments are piled on until a man looks 
like « great bundle of skins. Dr. Moss, of 
the English polar expedition of 1875 and | 
1876, among other odd things, tells of the ' 
effect of cold ona wax candle which he 
burned there, 

The temperature was 35” below zero, and 
the doctor must have been considerably dis 
couraged when, upon looking at his candle, | 
he discovered that the flame had all it 
could do to keep warm, It was so cold 
that the flame could not melt all the wax 
of the candle, but was forced to eat its | 
way down the candle, leaving a sort of 
skeleton of the candle standing. There 
was heat enough, however, to melt oddly 
shaped holes in the thin walls of wax, and | 
the result was a beautiful lace like cylinder 
of white, with a tongue of yellow flame 
burning inside it and sending out into the | 
darkness many streaks of light. This is 
not only a curious effect of extreme cold, 
but it shows how difficult it must be to find 
anything like warmth in a place where even 
fire itself almost gets cold.

tromulous consciousness that he had laid ao 
new liue of ecstatic prychical communica- 
tion with soveral charming feminine 
atlinities he knew to be in the aadience, 
You must excuse Mr. Jackson Macdougall 
for the weakness this consideration displays. 
Uhe score and odd years of his existence 
has been passed under circumstances that 
made a charmed back-ground for pleasures 
of this sublimated sort. His father, a 
gentlemanin whose soul the ideal fought the 
real to such an extent that while neither 
was ever wholly vanquished, both were 
quite incapacitated to exert any marked 
influence in his character or his life,was an 
even-tempered descendant of a cholerio 
member of the Family Compact. A few 
other British essentials beside the splenetic 
characteristic had been lost in transmission, 
among them all trace of independence, 
self-assertion, hardihood of any sort. The 
fact remained however and for Douglas 
Macdougall it was a valuable fact, for it 
brought about his union with his income, 
in the person of Mra. a Macdougall, 
from whose direct antecedents the Mac- 
dougalls had received nothing previously 
but tailors’ bills, This enabled him to 
dabble in law and in oils with the harmless 
satisfaction of a man of leisure, It helped 
to procure him a partner of energy and 
aut reputation ; and made it possible,as he 
often said ina gratified way, for him to 
give away the landscapes which the kind 
indulgence of the Ontario Society hung 
upon its walls, instead of selling them to 
his friends, ‘fas so many of we poor beggars 
of the brush are compelled to do.”’

But it was usetul to him and 
comforting, although he described it much 
more poetically to Miss Helen Forrest as 
he sat on her father’s verandah on the 
evening of Convocation Day as a preface to 
asking her tomarry him. Miss Forrest 
was perhaps the most sympathetic of 
Jackson's girl friends,and on this soft June 
night, their natures seemed keyed to perfect 
harmony. She was a young lady of very 
artistic temperament who nearly always

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ASUMMARLY OF THE CROPS, 


Ontario's Agricultural 
BFeom tho Drouth, 


Secretary Blue of the Bureau of Indus- 
tries has issued a carefully prepared sum- 
mary of the agricultural statistics of Ontar- 
returps 
made by the farmors of the province under 
date of June 26, together with a digest of 
reports made on Aug. 12 by nearly 600 
correspondents of the Bureau on the year's 
crops and harvest, and the yield of _ princi- 


io for this yoar, compiled from 


pal crops computed from their estimates, 


The suinmer temperature and summer 


records of Ontario th! year show consid- 


erably higher averages than thoso of the 
five years 1882 6, but the average of rain- 


full is considerably less, The mean tem- 


perature of May was 8° to 10” higher; of 


June, 1” to 2°; and of July 6’; while the 


highest temperature exceeds the highest 


in tho five years by 74°, the July re- 
cord ranging from 90° in Simcoe to 
100° in Hamilton, The sunshine for May 
was 40 hours and for July 41 hours in ox- 
cess of the average of the past four yeara, 
and for June it was 30 hours less ; for the 
stations from Toronto westward the July 


average of this year was 321 hours, against 


261 hours for the four years, The rainfall 
of the three months in the west and south- 
weat, centre and east and northeast dis- 
tricts was 4 inches less than the average of 
the five years 1882.6, but only 14 inch less 
in the north and northwest district. In 
the latter the fall of July exceeded the 
average by nearly aninch, being 1} inch 
more than inthe eastern district and 2 
inches more than in either of the others, 
The general effect of the long period of 
drouth was accentuated by thu high tem- 
perature and clear sky which prevailed 
throughout ‘the maturing stage of cereals. 

Fal] wheat has suffered from a succession 
of reverses extending all through the grow- 
ing season. First came the severe night 
froats and the cold dry weather of early 
spring, and then the extreme heat and 
drouth of summer, which continued up to 
the time of ripening, The. effect was to 
cause the crop to grow thin on the ground, 
with short heads, and the grain under the 
usual size. Generally, however, the grain, 
though small, is reported to be plump and 
bright, with the exception of a few locali- 
tiesin central western Ontario, where it 
was shrunken by rust. In other localities 
the Hessian flyand the midge did some 
injury, Where threshing has been report- 
ed, the yield runs generally from 10 to 18 
bushels per acre, the average being about 
16 bushels, or 5 bushels less than the 
average for the past five years. The

‘ Fe tho aver hy correspondonts 
however console themselves with the re- 
flection that after all fall wheat has been: 
‘the, best crop.of the season, the heat and. 
drouth having so seriously affected all the 
cereals, Spring wheat is almosta total 
failure in Western Ontario, and only a few 
districts in the east report even a fair crop; 
the estimated yield is 4,500,000 less than 
the average of the five years 1882-6. The 
harvest camein unusually early, reaping 
becoming quite general in the southwestern 
counties during the first week in July, and 
in the northern and eastern districts about 
ten days later, The wheat was taken off 
in’ most cases without a drop of rain, and 
was therefore secured in excellent condi- 
tion. . The labor supply was generally am- 
ple, owing to nett harvest weather and 
the increasing use of self-binders and other 
labor-saying implements. 

Owing to the'prolonged heat and drouth, 
barley was ready for cutting almost as soon 
as fall wheat. are barley was cut as ear- 
ly as July 8, and from the middle to the 
end of the month harvesting was general, 
This early maturing had its effect on the 
berry, which is reported as rather small, 
and likely to prove two or three pounds 
light in the bushel. Early sown came out 
beat, both in plumpness and quality. The 
yield runs all the way from a half to a full 
crop, and the straw was short all over. In 
the extremes of Bruce in the weat and the 
St. Lawrence counties in the east, cases of 
rust are reported ; but elsewhere it does 
not appear to have done any harm. The 
redeeming feature of the crop is the splen- 
did condition in which it was saved; for 
though lacking in size and weight, the 
sample is of a remarkable bright color; in 
fact it is many years since the barley crop 
of the province was saved so free from dis- 
coloration by rain. The estimated total 
yield is 17,436,322 bushels, being 2,136,000 
bushels less than the average of the five 

ears 1882 6, although the breadth in crop 
is 60,000 acres more, 

Saving a few fields of the late grain the 
oat harvest was finished throughout the 
province and by the end of the first week 
of August. From almost all the counties 
the reports are well agreed as to the in- 
jurious effects of tho drouth. In the Lake 
Brie, Lake Huron and Georgian Bay coun- 
ties, andinthe Northern districts, early 
sown fields matured fairly well; but else- 
where the general complaint is that the 
grain ripened too fast, turning white with 
the extreme heat. Asa result, the kernel 
is shrunken and light, while the yield of 
grain is small compared with the quantity 
of straw. In some places rust hys injured 
the crop, and in othera gomplaint is made 
of the ravagoa of the grasshoppers, The 
estimated yield of the province is only 30 
bushels per acre, whereas the average yield 
of the past five years was 47 bushela, The 
total estimate is 8,000,000 lesa than the 
yield of last year, and 5,000,000 leas than 
the averago. 

The rye crop, of which therois but a 
small area grown, was perhaps not so ser- 
iously damaged by the drouth as other 
crops, from the fact that it was further ad- 
vanced before the effects of the long con- 

tinued dry season began to be felt, The 
grain, however is more or leas shrunken, 
and tho ostimated yield does nob reach one 
half the average of the past five yoarn,

Karly 
rains may yet make an average crop of 
turnips, mangel-wurzels and carrots, but 
otherwise the roots must be a decided 
failure. 

Though the drouth has reduced the | 
bulk of the hay crop, its effects huve not | 
been so serious as might have been expect- 
ed. The weather during haying was of the 
most favorable character possible, and 
except that in some cases the crop may 
have been atrifle over-ripe, it has been 
housed in fine condition. As to the ag- 
gregate yield, it appears probable that 
owing to increased acreage the crop will 
be a little below the average, The clover 
seed crop will prove as nearly as possible a 
total failure, and much of this year’s seed- 
ing will amount to nothing. Alsike with- 
stood the spring frosts and summer drouth 
much better than red clover.

find by the capitalista of the world, who 
watch clcsely the expenditure and revenue 
of the uation, whether they be in England 
on the stock exchanges there or in New 
York, or in France, in Germany or in Hol- 
land that Canadian credit stands high- 
or to day than it over did before, (Hear, 
hear.) Iam here repeating whatI said 
this afternoon when I stated that when I 
first went into parliament the old province 
of Canada could not borrow under six por 
cent. and that sometimés it could not bor- 
row at that, but that since confed- 
eration the credit of tho whole coun- 
try has risen and the rato of im 
terest at which Wwe can borrow for the pur- 
pose of carrying on those improvements 
to which I have alluded has steadily fallen 
from 6 per cent. which was the normal in- 
terest paid 30 years ago, first to five, then 
to four and now to three and a half per 
cent. and in a very short time unless some 
great national mistortune occurs, of which 
there is no human probability, or unless a 
great European war arises which may dis- 
turb the distribution of capital, we shall see 
that in Canada we shall be able to borrow 
at the same rate as the mother country, 
viz.: three per cent. (Vociferous applause. ) 
So, gentlemen, we have the best evidence 
in the world, the evidence of the capital- 
ists of the world, who are competing for 
investments in Canadian securities,that we 
are not cxtrayagant, that we are not over- 
running aud have not overrun our re- 
sources, that we have been economical in 
the administration of our affairs, and in 
such a manner that it is in the interests of 
the capitalista of the world to inyestin our 
socurities, 

Gentlemen, an allusion was made to the 
Canada Pacific railway, and I may say on 
behalf of the Government of which l am a 
member, and on behalf of those members 
of parliament who supported usin that 
policy that we as an administration and our 
supporters in parliament have the right to 
be proud of that great enterprise. (Hear, 
hear, and applause.) You will all remem 
ber the opposition we received in 1872 and 
in the fall of 1873 on the question, and you 
will also remember that we remained in the 
cold shades of opposition for some time,but 
when we came back in 1878 we took up the 
question where Mr. McKenzie had left it, 
and instead of haying a little bit of railway 
here, and another little piece there with 
magnificent water stretches between, we have 
now that great and magnificent highway 
stretching across Canada from ocean to 
ocean, making nearer connection with 
China and Japan, and a way by 
which the products of these countries 
can be safely brought to Europe, 
This ioad, as you know, is now almost 
finally completed and is rivalling the other 
great transcontinental railways of tho 
neighboring republic. and a great feeling 
of uneasiness exists there in consequence 
of the unexampled speed with which that 
highway has been completed and of the 
certainty that a great portion of the trade 
of Asia will be diverted from the channo!s 
in which it has heretofore run. (Hear, 
hear.) We have also, as loyal British 
subjects, a pride in knowing that we have 
added to the strength ofthe British empire 
by the construction of that railway. (Hear, 
hear.) We can, the elders among us, 
remember the time when the colonies, in- 
cluding Canada, were considered to be a 
source of weakness to the mother country, 
that England ran great risks of heavy losses 
by reason of her colonial dependencies,and 
that John Bright, then and now a great 
name in England, announced it as his 
policy to cut the connexion between the 


mother country and her colonies as 
soon asit might be conveniently 
done. But see the change now | She no 


longer considers her colonies sources of 
woakness, no longer desires to cut the con- 
nection, and even John Bright, as you have 
seen in this very year, has gone back on 
his old predilections, and in common with 
other great British statesmen, considers 
Canada « source of strength to the nation, 
(Hear, hoar.) By this route we give to 
England a great pathway, a military road, 
so that in the event of the destruction of 
the Suez canal the ocean voyage round the 
Cape of Good Hope will be avoided, and 
she can transport hor troops to any part of 
Avia or Australia, if needed, by means of 
this railway, fearless of any opposition by 
Russia or others.

Winnirec, Aug. 22.—Tho first blow in 
the legal struggle between the Canadian 
Pacific and the new Red River Railway, 
was struck on Saturday morning when ap- 
plication foran injunction before Judge 
Taylor was made, The bill is filed in the 
name of Mr. Browning, owner of two lots 
near Morris, against Messrs. Ryan, Henry, 
Strevel, Norquay, Premier, and Hon. Dr, 
Wilson, Minister of Public Works, for the]. 
purpose of restraining the grading and 
construction of the Red River road across 
the plaintiff's two lots, Theinjunction was 
served by telegraph about 3 p, m. on Con- 
tractor Strevel by a Canadian Pacific station 
agent, accompanied by the occupant of the 
lots. Right of way agent Young offered the 
latter money for the property, which was 
refused. Strevel took no notice of the in- 
junction but proceeded with the grading, 
which was completed over the Browning 
lots and fenced in before the injunction was 
served, the work being commenced at day- 
break. Amongst the things the court will 
have to determine in the trial, is whether 
the act of disallowance is complete, and also 
whether in proclaiming the R, R. V, rail- 
way crown property under the public works 
act, has rendered 14 injunction proof,

Should a bloody conflict be brought about 
by Van Horne'’s ‘trick’ it is more than pro- 
bable that an insurrection will be aeveoe 
ed that may cost Canada the Northwest, 
and certainly destroy the red-handed rascals 
who misgovern at Ottawa.” 

The Winnipeg Free Press is equally vio-

of the act under which this rail way is being 
built, although there may Le no question 
that a province can charter railways to con- 
nect with foreign roads, although there 
may be no superior power in the Dominion 
Parliament in this matter, judicial opinions 
to this effect haye never been given. The 
construction of the Red River Valley rail- 
way is manifestly deemed by Manitobans* 
or perhaps it would be more correct to say

. .WHAT WILL BE THE RESULT? 
‘3 ‘According to a cable despatch of the 22nd 
‘inat. the Russian Government has sent a 
*pirculdr to the powers declaring that it is 
unable to recognize the validity of Prince 
Ferdinand’s election to the throne of Bul- 
garia. According to the circular Prince 
Ferdinand acquainted the Czar with the 
fact of his @lection, and requested permis- 
sion to visit St. Petersburg in order to 
leatti the Ozar’s wishes before going to Bul- 
garia. Tho Czar replied that the Prince's 
election would not be recognized by Russia, 
and the Prince could by no_ pretext 
justi his journey to Bulgaria. The cir- 
cular in conclusion expresses the hope that 
the Bulgarian people will coincide with the 
Russian views and not permit ‘a flagrant 
yiolation of the Berlin Treaty. 

The Moscow Gazette, which is probably 
the most influential journal in Russia, says 
the circular has given great satisfaction 
throughout Russia. It believes Prince 
Ferdinand’s retirement now to be inevit- 
able spays if he does not leave Bulgaria 

' ia will renounce herobligations under 
the Berlin tresty, which “she has always 
regarded as_a bitter deception after a glor- 
ious war.” 

It seems evident that Russia will not 
consent to the occupation of the Bulgarian 
throne by any person other than a nominee 
of her own, who will govern the country in 
her interest/and pave the way for its bo- 
coming a province of the Empire.

The Bulgarian Trouble, 


RUSSIA AND GERMANY NEGOTIATING—PRINCE 
FPERDINAND'S POSITION, 


Benn, August 23.—M, Nolidoff, Rus- 
sian Ambassador to Constantinople, is in 
Berlin negotiating with the German Goy- 
ernment concerning the assumption of the 
Bulgarian throne by Prince Ferdinand and 
the status of the principality generally. It 
is reported that Germany agreed to con- 
sent to Russia’s occupying Bulgaria, pro- 
vided the number of troops to be sent there 
and the period of occupation be specifically 
defined previous to taking possession of the 
country, but that the Russian representa- 
tive stated that Russia would not agree to 
any condition of restraint in the matter.

THE WAY OVRRATIONS ARE PRRPORMED ON 
PATIENTS WHO FADE INTO A DREAM. 
A writer in the London Pall Mall Gazette 
thus doscribes the sensations of otheriza- 
tion: The doctor got out his ether appara 
tus and soon compounded a smell like a 
photographer's shop in olden days, while 
out of the cornur of my oye I could see the 
surgeon, who had taken off his coat and 
pulled some guards ovor his Wrists and arma, 
arranging his woapons itt & Heat row on the 
drossing-table. When the doctor had wot 
his machine ready ho placed ™s over my nose 
and mouth, with instructions to breathe 
deoply two or three times. The apparatus 
used for giving ether consists of a box ‘n 
which the compound is placed, and an oval 
India rubber mask, very pliant and flexible, 
projecting from it, with a tap which allows 
communication between the two ports to be 
cut off or established at will, The mask 
part was placed over my face, and I inhaled 
deeply once or twice with the only result 
that | was seized with a choking cough, 
which, however, was soon followed by a 
pleasant and restful sensation. I feltasif | 
were gently dosing off on a warm summer's 
day, so I closed my eyes and placed my arms 
by my sides, that they might not interfere 
with my breathing, The doctor bent over 
me and raised an eyelid, but TI was wide 
enough awake to say, ‘* Not ‘yet, doctor,” 
I was rapidly going through, aud felt I was 
beginning to lose consciousness, The light 
scemed gently to fade away, giving place 
to darkness that was not awful or horrible, 
but soft and restful. There was no piddi- 
ness or singing in the ears, bub silence and 
darkness settled down over me, and then a 
red veil seemed to come from between my 
eyes and to float away into the increasing 
gloom, gradually diminishing to a red spot, 
the only speck of light left. Slowly this 
faded away, and sight, hearing, volition 
and every sense with it. I had adim con- 
sciousness of existence, but my very life 
seemed far away, buried under masses of 
soft darkness. Ido nut know whether | 
spoke, but my brain was.a blank, and nota 
thought crossed my mind, All was dumb, 
dead and still, the silence of the grave, but 
with a faint, indefinable consciousness 
somewhere that this was not death, but 
ouly the suspension of life.

Ihalf rose up in bed, 
and thena horrible feeling of nausea and 
pain rushed upon me. Ihad lain dowu 
strong and well. l woke up weak and 
throbbing with pain under my bandages, 
and with a sickness such as I had believed 
could only be produced in Alderney Race 
on board a cattle-boat, 

‘‘Splendid,” cried the surgeon, cheerfully, 
‘Sall over, firat rate!" and he turned 
down his shirt sleeves after tossing away 
the towel with which he had dried his 
hands, My first thought was to ask the 
time, ‘* Not much more than a quarter of 
an hour over it,”’ was the reply; ‘I dare 
say you'll go to sleep now.

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The Model of the Thistle. 


Appoarances are deceitful in the caso of 
tho Thistle. Hor greatest dopth is about 
one-third from the stern : and hor bottom 
sholves upward gradually from that point 
to a depth of not more than one tout at tho 
bow, and the sternpost has an immonse 
rake, Hor length ovor all is just 112 feet, 
according to actual deck measuremont: and 
no one looking at her from without would 
imagine this to be the case, The Volun.- 
teers length ovor all lacks five feet of this 
As has alroady been published her length 
on the waterline is about 85 feet, a8 com- 
pared with 85 feot 10 inches in the case of 
her probable rival. Her beam has been 
referred to in a general way as broad. The 
figuros—which, like all the others. now 
given, come from excellent authority—are 
these :—Extreme beam for deck amidships 
20 feot J inches, at waterline about 20 feet, 
The Volunteer here has the advantage, hor 
beam measuring 23 feet on deck and 22 
feot at the waterline, Owing to the pecu- 
liar build,the Thistlo's water draught varies 
exceedingly, At one-third distance from 
the stem it is about 14 feet and forward it 
is only 12 inches. How extremely slight is 
the resistance she offers to the water may 
be gathered from this : 

The real size of the Scotch yacht may | 
also be imagined from a glance at her in- 
terior measurements. Inthe bow are a/| 
small closet and a water-tight compartment, 
These occupy comparatively little space, | 
The forecastle is 18 feet long and tapers to- | 
ward the bow so that its breadth ranges | 
from 14 toG feet, The saloon—which might 
easily be used as a dancing hall—is 13 feet | 
long and 18 broad. During her Atlantic 
trip it was used as a storeroom, and when 
clear of all the articles which littered it, 
looks like the saloon of a river streamer. | 
Aft of the saloon isa ladies’ cabin, the 
breadth of which tapers toword the stern, 
so that its length is ten feet,and its breadth 
from 12 to6 feet. The ceiling of the sa- 
loon and cabin is eight feet high and below | 
there is a depth of close on six feet, which 
is occupied by sail-lockera. 

The Thistle has no keel in the common 
acceptation of that term. The nearest de- 
cription that may be applied to her bottom | 
is that it resembles a trough filled with lead, 
The sail area is not accurately known. The 
mainsail hasan area of 4,800 feet, and the } 
big topsail measures 600 feet. The mater- 
ial of which the racing sails are made has 
hitherto only been surmised. For light 
winds the Thistle has a silk spinnaker and } 
silk jib topsail, and her heavier eails are of | 
cotton. The briefest and the best possible | 
description of the shape of the Thistle that | 
can be given is that she is just likea mus-

Therefore it ia not surprising to learn that 
the figures make the Thistle a smaller boat 
below water than either the Galatea or 
the Genesta. The Galatea’s displacement | 
is 157.6 tons, the Genesta’s 140 and the 
Thistle’s is placed at 135 tons, Correspond- 
ingly the Galatea has 78 tons of ballast, 
the Genesta 73 and the Thistle is credited | 
with 65 tons, only five tons mere than the 
Volunteer. These figures indicate, as in- 
deed common sense would suggest, that in 
the Thistle the bilge is hollowed well out, 
that is, her body below water is not nearly | 
so full as is the Galatea’s or Genesta’s.

The only un- 
pleasant features were a half-drunken 
Kingstonian who annoyed everybody in the 
stand, the upset of a buggy and a little 
row which arose in this wise; Two men 
sat on the fence, one witha boil on his 
neck. The other fellow lost his balance, 
caught hold of his neighbor to prevent a 
fall, and squeezed the inevitable boil by 
throwing his arm around it. A blowin the 
face from the boil, a rush of the crowd, the 
Chief’s appearance on the scene, separation 
and explanation resulted. 

The audience were not unfair to the yisi- 
tors. They sympathized with the injured 
players on both sides, but they hugely en- 
joyed it when McNichol struck Young out 
twice, and the Kingston pitcher added to 
their pleasure by savagely throwing down 
his bat after his second failure ¢o hit fairly 
pitched balls with brains directing them. 
The umpire was hit twice by the ball—

SUR WALTER RELEIGH’S LOST COLONY. 

Sir Walter Raleigh made several attempts 
to start a colony in North America before 
he sent out the one which isalways called 
“The Lost Colony.” 

In 1584 ho sent Philip Amadas and 
Arthur Barlow te explore the coast, and 
they, brought back very pleasant accounts 
of a certain Island which we know as 
Roanoke Islandin Albemarle Sound—of its 
trees and deer, and ‘‘gentle and loving 
people.” 

It was about this time that he was 
knighted by Queen Elizabeth, and became 
Sir Walter Raleigh, and he named the 

rovincy she had granted him, Virginia, 
in hér honor. 

In 1587 he sent outa colony composed 
of one hundred and fifty householders and 
their families, to settle upon this island, 
and this is the colony known as ‘‘The Lost 
Colony.” 

The governor of this Colony was Joha 
Whyte, and only a short time after their 
arrival at Roanoke, his little granddaughtor 
Virginia Dare, was born, the first child of 
English parentage born within the limits 
of what is now the United States. 

And only nine days after ahe was born 
the fleet went back to Eugland, and John 
Whyte went with it. He meant to return 
in afew months and bring provisions for 
the people from England. 

This, as I said, was in 1587 ; and lt was 
in 1588, you remember, that the great 
Spanish Armada sailed against England. 
And every ship and every man was needed 
to fight against the Spaniards, 

So though Sir Walter Raleigh tried to 
send a ship to the relief of these colonists, 
he could not do so until 1590—three long 


ears, 

And what did these people do during 
those three long years, and what tecame of 
thom ? Nobody knows. 

When Governor Whyte sailed away, ha 
made an agreement with the colonists that 
if any thing should happen to make it wise 
for them to go to some other place, they 
would leave, carved upon some tree, the 
name of that place, 

And if it was through disastor that they 
were obliged to move, they would carve a 
cross under the name. 

As the ship sent by Sir Walter Raleigh 
in 1690 drew near Roanoke Island,you may 
be sure that Governor Whyte looked 
eagerly WP and down the shore for some 
signs of the colony he had left behind ; 
the smoke from their chimneys, perhaps, or 
the lights in their windows, he would see. 

They would be on the lookout,of course, 
fora ship from England. For had they 
not been expecting one every day for two 
years and more ? ~ 
_ Doubtless the people would come flock- 
ing down to the shore, and among them 
would be his little granddaughter, Virginia 
eae who must now be nearly three years 
old. 

But no signs did he see ; nelther smoke 
from chimneya,.nor light in windows. None 
came down to greet them but the wild deer 
and the heron. All was silence. 

‘They went on shores Books and maps 
were lying about torn, bars of iron and 
bits of lead. The houses and huts had 
been long deserted. 

But upon a tree the 
cut—OROATAN, 
No one knew. 

And not a trace of this colony, or of the 
fate of the little Virginia Dare, has been 
found to this day.—Frances A. Humphrey.

Five Days Adrift at Sea, 


EXPERIENCES OF THE MISSING BOAT'S CREW 
OF THE CITY OF MONTREAL 


Lonvon, August 27.—The crew of the 
missing buat of the burned Inman line 
steamship City of Montreal have arrived in 
Liverpool, They were castaway on the 
morning of the 11th of August in mid 
ocean and were. rescued by the German 
barque Mathilde. There were thirteen of 
them, and when picked up they were in 
the best of spirits, although they had suffer. 
ed somewhat from exposure and had nearly 
run out of water. They had been five days 
atsea, Their namesare; Geo, Arnold, 
Samuel McKee and Samuel Kaufman, 
intermediate passengers ; S. Kacumchi, 
Simon Kowelsky, Stephen Tupper and 
Kinard Woolton, steerage; Thomas Wilber- 
force, ship’s steward; William Franny, 
Henry Frazer, Patrick Hughes, Charles 
Reade, James Ryan and Chas. Smith, of 
the crew. 

Stephen Tupper, the most intelligent of 
the s‘eerage passengers, gives the following 
account of the experience of the party : 

“Ours was the eighth boat that left the 
burning steamer. The first light was 
breaking in the oast at the time. There 
was & seme-panic on the Oity of Montreal 
while we were embarking, although the 
officers were doing their best to preserve 
order. The stewards were provisioning 
the boats before they were swung into the 
water. 1 think that more people could 
have been got into ours, but there seemed 
to be boats enough for every body, and a 
general feeling prevailed that an explosion 
might take place at any time in the steam- 
er's hold. Wesgot separated from the 
other boats in the dim light. I know we 
all had the idea that none of them could 
stay together, and that the chance of being 
picked up ina day or two was not very 
good, 

‘*We had a barrel of water in the boat, 
some hardtack, a gallon of whiskey and 
canned meats. We took turns at the oars, 
pulling for the track of ocean steamers 
where we believed it to lie. There was no 
anxiety about the food holding out, for we 
hoped to be reacued long before it was ex- 
hausted, We were a little particular 
though about the water, for two of the sea- 
men had had pretty painful experiences in 
open boats at eea, 

“The nights were unusually cool, and 
we hadn't enough clothing to protect us, 
Howevor, the whisky was something of an 
overcoat at times. After the third day we 
began to feel concerned about our safety- 
Reaching land with our single sail and oars 
was out of the question, and we were un- 
lucky in trying to attract the attention of 
passing vessels. We signalled a North 
German Lloyds boat on the third day, but 
they did not see us. We sighted many 
ships some miles off. 

**On the fourth day our canned meats 
were getting low, for every man had a tre- 
mendous appotite, and on the fifth morn- 
ing the whiskey had given out, and we 
had to economize on water. Wo had agreed 
on a gill of water to each man twice a day, 
when we sighted a hull to the southeast 
and pulled towards it. It proved to be the 
City of Montreal still burning.

Lonpon, Aug. 29.—In the House of 
Commons to day Sir Henry Holland in-

Saving Grain for Seed, 


Most practical agricultural journals have 

much to say every fall, and not too much, 
about the best methods of saving seed corn. 
This crop is planted in hills with only throe 
or four sods in @ach, and a failure of any of 
the seed to grow t# nut only quickly noticed 
but oasily ruins any chance for a good har- 
vest. With the smaller grains, on the con- 
trary, sown broadcast or drilled so as to cov 
er the entire ground, the defects iu seed ar 
leas noticeable, but scarcely leas serious, 
In corn we have learned that it is not enough 
that vitality remains suflicient to insure ger- 
mination under the most favorable circum- 
stances. Wolldried corn that has never 
boon frozen, 6r ab least not until after thor- 
ough drying, will produce plantas of so much 
greater vigor as alone to make a much larger 
yield without any difference inthe soil. It 
is perhaps the cheapest and easiest means 
of increasing the corn crop to always secure 
good seed, 

What is true of corn is measurably true 
of other grains, only the danger to their 
seed is not from freozing, but trom sprout- 
ing or otherwise being injured by wet, and 
still more from heating of the grain in the 
stuck or mow, or after being threshed, 
There are some seasons when it is ex- 
tremely diflicult to secure grain in good 
condition, and following these the stand of 
grain the following year is apt to be poor, 
Sometimes wheat sprouts so badly that 
farmera are afraid to sow it. We have 
known them to use wheat of the previous 
year in preference to the new, and with 
such good results that some believe old 
wheat, or at least a year old, is, if in good 
condition, betterthan new. It often is for 
the reason that the moisture of new rain 
has dried out, leaving the compact grain 
and perhaps slightly shriyelled. It can, 
therefore, swell more when in contact with 
moisture in the ground. This swelling of 
the seed is animportant part of the proces- 
ses for giving the planta yigorous tart, 
lt brings the rootlets in close contact with 
the soil, because, however closely earth is 
packed around the seed,as soon as it swells 
In germination it will, if undisturbed, 
compact the soil in contact with it still 
closer. This is one reason why seed that 
is dug up after planting and replanted will 
produce iplantsless vigorous than where 
processes’ of nature are not molested. 

Spring grains, oats and barley havo 
always achance to dry out thoroughly 
before being sown. But they are often 
injured in harvesting, threshing or in the 
granary When accumulated in large heaps. 

hey dry out, it is true ; but it is after 
more or less heating, which tends to impair 
vitality of the germ. Good farmers watch 
their granaries closely, and the first symp- 
tom of warmth is a signal for getting grain 
out, spreading it on barn floors aud 
thoroughly dryingit. This is well enough 
for grain to be warketed for ordinary use, 
but for seed still greater care is required, 
[t needs very little extra warmth in the 
bin,so little that it would never be noticed, 
to injure the germ of the seed. What is 
called the sweating in the mow or stack 
before threshing is undoubtedly injurious 
to some extent, and vory little grain thresh- 
ed by machinery escapes this sweating 
process. 

This is very possibly the reason why we 
are obliged to use an unnatural quantity of 
seed grain, and then often get an imperfect 
stand. When the country was new, and 
wheat was sown by hand among stumps 
and ground burned over, then a bushel per 
acre was considered a good seeding. If 
stumps took up much of the ground a half- 
bushel of wheat was sometimes made to go 
over an acre. Every kernel grew, and at 
harvest the ground would be covered su as 
to almost hide the stumps. Cutting was 
done with the sickle,and so slowly that the 
wheat was sure to be thoroughly dry before 
being threshed, There was a little danger 
by these meshods of growing so large 
amounts that it would be likely to heat and 


spoil. Some farmers still insist that hand 
threshing is better for seed grain than 
threshing by machinery. 

The truth seems to be that all the im- 


provements in harvesting and threshing, by 
enabling the farmer to get his grain ‘n too 
rapidly, and to grow large fields instead of 
small ones, are at the expense of some de- 
terioration of seed. Possibly the steam 
thresher, turning out a thousand bushels 
or more per day, is likely to crack, and 
thus injure more or less grain, This, how- 
ever, can be got out. The greater injury 
to the germ by heating is often done before 
the grain comes to the thresher, and is not 
known until the seed comes up thinner 
than it should and does not appear to grow 
with the vigor that it ought to have. To 
insure reliable seed grain it should be cut 
when fully ripe and be thoroughly dried 
before coming tothe barn, to be there 
spread thinly on ascaffold, Then if thresh- 
ed either by hand or machine, such grain 
is worth double price to any one who is 
careful to give hts crop the very best pos- 
sible send-off. Woe do not usually get such 
seed from professional seed growers. Thoir 
methods are often no better than average 
faymers, and, indeed, many of them rely 
upon farmers to grow the larger part of the 
grain seed that they sell, It is a matter, 
however, that each farmer can attend to 
himself, growing and saving from his own 
crop what seed grain he needa for use on 
his farm,—Am, Cultivator.

_ When cows are stabled and entire soiling

than anything else a cause of failure. In 
the pasture some grass may still be gathered 
and if cows get a partial feed of corn fodder 
thoy may yet do well,though atgreat waste 
of feed. But in the stablo the case is worse 
still. There the cow may be really starving 
with an abundance of stale food before her. 
Green herbage of any kind, when merely 
breathed on by animals, soon becomes so 
offensive to them thatthey will be 
hungry before eating it, 
farmers feed ignorantly. They have not 
time, perhaps, to waitand see how much 
the cow actually requires, so they calculate 
to put plenty before her and Jet her eat 
what she will. The result is she eats less 


in the way 


very 


than she would if there was rather leas given | 


than required, 
A cow in half or three-quarters of an 


hour will fill herself up and lie down for | 


the remainder of the day. Do not be 
alarmed if she has eaten every mouthful. 
When the next feeding time arrives give a 
little larger quantity if she seems to require 
it, but always remove from the manger 
every particle left from the previous meal. 
It soon sours and is leas destructive of ap- 
petite, on which the value of a milch cow 
mainly depends, 


One reason why extra large doses of corn- | 
fodder are often left uneaten is because the | 


corn is nota perfect ration. It is toolarge- 
ly carbonaceous, If cows are giyen wheat 
bran after eating all they will of corn fod- 
der, they will devour it greedily, showing 
thas it supplies a lack in the system. It is 
impossible to make the largest and best 
flow of milk without nitrogenous and phos- 
phatic foods, By this method of adding 
other food the dangers of over-feeding wich 
green fodder are greatly lessened, besides 
the advantage to the stock.
